MUST THE MIDDLEMAN G0? 


The signs of the times are against 
the middlemen in trade. Low prices 
have influenced a radical change in the 
movement of merchandise, which alone 
concerns retailers, jobbers and brokers. 
The relations of manufacturer and 
consumer are becoming gradually 
closer; this year especially has recorded 
the inauguration of many efforts to 
dispense with the services of that class. 
Despite the protests of jobbers and re- 
tailers, large consumers are visited by 
agents of manufacturers and wholesale 
houses who can name them a better 
price for goods on account of less cost 
for handling and commissions. The 
manufacturer putsin a plea of neces- 
sity caused by the small margin of 
profit which has been brought about 
by depressed markets, and continues 
to ignore the commission men by hold- 
ing out inducements to actual buyers 
for consumption. The latter have also 
recently changed their tactics by im- 
porting large quantities of goods di- 
rect, instead of making their wants 
known in the New York markets. 
Houses in other cities that formerly 
depended upon this market for their 
goods have gone into the importing 
business and take them out of bond in 
their own cities, thus saving the ex- 
pense of handling and cartage. Im- 
porting and wholesale houses have 
been selling direct to consumers for 
some time, and many wholesalers are 


now regular buyers in the foreign mar- 
kets. Trade is thus being shifted 
around to the great disadvantage of 
the useful jobber and broker. A short 
experience with the new departure, 
however, will probably show that the 
services of the latter have not been 
properly appreciated. They guard the 
interests of customers with the same 
care as employes or partners, and val- 
uable information is disseminated by 
them which would probably not gain 
circulation otherwise. They have been 
recognized as an indispensable medium 
through which to do business, and 
although the tide seems to be turning 
against them, it is only a trial which 
will demonstrate their usefulness. 
They have the satisfaction of knowing 
that the entire trade cannot be diverted 
into other channels and that come 
what may they can always have a fair 
show of business, but it will require a 
less number of men to do it. The com- 
petition determines the“‘survival of the 
fittest.” 
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WHY SOME PETROLEUM REFINERS 
ARE SO VERY, VERY “IN- 
DEPENDENT.” 

Nothing could be more beautifully 
apropos of our recent utterances in re- 
gard to a class of oil refiners who are 
independent ‘‘for revenue only” than 
the revelations in regard tothe Bing- 
hamton Refining Co. The OIL, PAINT 


AND DrRvuG REPORTER long ago 
learned what hollow and _ hun- 
gry mockery was in the cry of 


the anti-monopolist, and it learned 
that those who decried most vehem- 
ently the dangerous mercantile prac- 
tices by which the Standard gained its 
early growth, did so, not because they 
conscientiously opposed such methods, 
but because they wished to make 
“monopoly” appear odious to their 
colleagues on the outside, until they 
eould find an opportunity to get 
within the charmed circle. The mo- 
ment the REPORTER announced that 
it had got through serving this hypo- 
critical class and proposed devoting 
itself tothe same impartial treatment 
of the petroleum interest that it ac- 
corded all other trade which it repre- 
sents, it was assailed by those people 
as the tool of the Standard. The 
truly independent refiners have never 
ceased to be its friends and have never 
impugned the motives which prompted 
it to adopt the change of policy which 
made it the more influential because 
no longer the: partisan representative 
of the petroleum trade. But those 
who wished to sell out mourned that 
the sounding of trumpets and the 
waving of banners with which we had, 
helped to cover their retreat into 
the enemy’s camp, had ceased. The 
REPORTER recalls as among the most 
outspoken and vindictive mourners of 
this class, the Binghamton Refining 
Company. The officers of that corpo- 
ration could not condemn in too severe 
terms what they were pleased to re- 
gard as a ‘‘sell out” on the part of the 
REPORTER to the Standard Oil Co. 
The facts were placed before them, and 
they were repeatedly challenged to find 
a single utterance in the paper which 
did not confirm its assurance that it 
was no longer a partisan either of the 
Standard or its competitors, but a 
strictly independent paper. But al- 
though they could not gainsay this 
fact, the officers of the Binghamton 
Refining Co. still uttered and aided in 
circulating false reports concerning 
this paper, and sought assiduously to 


damage its reputation and_ its 
business. Now what are. the 
facts concerning the Binghamton 


Refining Co? Our news columns last 
week told the story. At the very 
moment it was most loudly condemn- 
ing the REPORTER, Messrs. Wells and 
Kattell were negotiating to effect the 
sale of their refinery and themselves 
to the Standard. Did they really 


believe what they uttered concerning 





the relations of the REPORTER to the 
Standard? Obviously not, or in their 
now manifest desire to sell out they 
would have sought the aid of the Rr- 
PORTER, had they believed it the ally 
of the Standard, to aid them in their 
efforts. But they knew the REPORTER 
was what it claimed to be, an indepen- 
dent paper aiming only to tell the 
truth about the petroleum business,and 
perhaps the truth about the Bingham- 


ton Refining Co., would not 
have increased the chances of 
the Standard, or any body 


else, buying it. The REPORTER, and 
probably the trade, is not surprised 
that the highly virtuous and pharis- 
aical professions of the Binghamton 
Refining Co. turn out to be as “sound- 
ing brass and tinkling cymbals.” 
Numerous others have done the same 
thiug before, and it is rumored with 
what we regard as strong circumstan- 
tial endorsement, that the Pittsburg 
Pipe Lines, in which Messrs. Holdship 
& Irwin are the leading movers, isa 
scheme to again boost the last named 
concern back into the Standard fold 
from which they strayed just in time 
to be horror-stricken by the indepen- 
denceof the REPORTER. Other con- 
cerns are striving by other means to 
reach the same goal, and whenever 
one finds a loud-mouthed pharisee 
who is shouting anti-Standardism all 
the day. he may safely be set down 
as a private supplicant for a seat 
within the Standard’s temple or even 


a grave within its place of sepulture.

TWO MORE “INDEPENDENT” 
HYPOCRITES. 

The story told in our news columns 
last week, which has come out only 
because of a lawsuit, exposes the 
Binghamton Refining Co. as a fair 
specimen of the class of petroleum re- 
finers who make the loudest pro- 
fessiuns of anti-Standardism, only to 
draw suspicion from them as adven- 
turers who have staid in the business 
in the hope of some day selling out. 
It appears from the story of Mr. 8S. 8. 
Newton, who sues the Binghamton 
people for breach of contract, that 
having failed to impress themselves 
upon the Standard sufficiently to make 
that corporation a voluntary buyer, 
they induced Mr. Newton, who is 
known as an energetic and capable 
business man, to investigate the 
chances of inducing the Standard to 
buy. This Mr. Newton did, and with 
so much success that Messrs. Wells and 
Kattell seem to have been so dazed by 
the promised fulfillment of what had 
no doubt been a long-cherished hope, 
as to believe themselves capable of 
continuing negotiations alone. This 
they were probably encouraged to do 
because their case had been brought to 
the attention of the Standard largely 
through the good offices of Mr. F. B. 
Thurber. As our readers are doubtless 
aware, Mr. Thurber is a wide-mouthed 
and sonorous anti-monopolist, who, 
interesting coterie 


as one of an 
of anti-Standardites, undertook to 
run a paper in opposition to 


the REPORTER, and conspired to bribe 
three employes of this paper into leav- 
ing it,in the hope that they might 
have some secrets toimpart. Finding 
they had none, Mr. Thurber gave up 
the job and it has since been carried 
on by the Binghamton Refining Co., 
Messrs. Holdship & Irwin and some 
others. But according to Mr. Newton’s 
statements Mr. Thurber must have, 
meanwhile, established very close re- 
lations with the Standard, a fact of 
which the Binghamton people were un- 
doubtedly aware. And so this great re- 
former was invoked to introduce to the 
notice and kindly consideration of the 
Standard Oil Co., the ultra-anti-Stand- 
ard “independent” Binghamton Re- 
fining Co. The evidence of Mr. Newton 
would indicate that the introduction 
was effective and that the Bingham- 
ton Co. was likely soon to be,if it is not 
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already, decorated with the collar 
which it previously cursed so loudly as 
a badge of servility. If this be the case 
we congratulate the Binghamton 
people. Their ‘‘Petrolina” may yet be 
branded ‘Vaseline,” their works 
be managed by a Standard official and 
they may draw, we hope, good comfor- 
table salaries for whatever period they 
are corralled. They appear to have 
acted rather ungraciously toward Mr. 
Newton, who, solely in the capacity of 
a middleman was entitled to the good 
round sum he almost had in his grasp, 
but that isa matter to be settled be- 
tween them and him. Let us hope, if 
they gointo the Standard camp that 
they will make a good long lease. 
They do not want such an experience 
as Messrs, Holdship & Irwin of Pitts- 
burg had. That firm went into the 
Standard about six or seven years ago, 
and was no doubt as happy over their 
sale as the Binghamton gentlemen 
were when they saw the approaching 
success of Mr. Newton’s efforts. But 
at the end of their term of service, five 
years, the Standard dropped them and 

it has been hard sledding for Messrs. 

Holdship & Irwin ever since. It is 
true that they are enjoying the actvan- 

tage of selling conjointly with the 

Standard the well-known Standard 

brand “‘Olite,” but even this does not 
insure their prosperity, and they find 
great difficulty freeing themselves from 
the suspicion of still being a Standard 

concern, They are circulating the 

statement that they left the Standard 

because of its misdeeds, but as it is 

remembered by the trade that the acts 

of the Standard for which it has been 
most blamed occurred before Messrs. 
Holdship & Irwin sold themselves to 
it, their attempt at self whitewashing 
is not successful. It was generally 
known at the time that their lease 
to the Standard expired that they 
were moving Heaven and Earth to be 
kept, but the Standard had no use for 
them. And yet they now cause it to 
stated that ‘at that time honorable 
men were connected with the concern, 
but finding its course so dishonorable 
they cut clear of the monopoly, prefer- 

ring to sacrifice personal gain rather 
than share the disgrace of having any 
connection with such a gang of trick- 
sters aud dishonorable schemers as the 
Standard crew have become.” Under 
the circumstances ‘“‘cut clear of the 
monopoly” is unusually rich. 

The gentlemen who will constitute 
the chattels of the Binghamton sale 
should avoid the risk of being thus 
embarrassed a few years hence, and 
should get Mr. Thurber to help them 
make their “calling and _ election 
sure.”

THE TYRANT DYER. 


The second chapter of developments 
published in last week’s issue of this 
paper, and intended to show the ex- 
tent of the corruption upon which 
dyers thrive and become arrogant, ex- 
cited no surprise but considerable in- 
terest in the dyestuff trade. The reve- 
lations could be continued ad libitum, 
but as the facts already given suffice 
to illustrate the base impositions prac- 
ticed by bribe takers in many dyeing 
establishments, the next duty is to 
suggest aremedy. The employers of 
dyers are fully cognizant of the evils 
which we have described and which 
are boldly practiced in their presence, 
but their leniency has been ascribed to 
the difficulty of securing the services 
of honest men. It may also be attrib- 
uted to the fact that tre cost of dye- 
stuffs is so insignificant in proportion 
to the cost of the manufactured mate- 
rials, that dyers have been allowed 
unlimited license to prey upon the 
generosity of dyestuff dealers in gene- 
ral, or to plan a system of jobbery 
through the connivance of some men 
in the trade, by which their employ- 
ers are defrauded pecuniarily and the 
reputation of their goods damaged by 


the use of inferior or adulterated dyes 
in their manufacture. Remonstrances 
have been made, it is true; accusations 
have been investigated and the accused 
men discharged, but these are isolated 
cases. They have not been productive 
of beneficial results. The evil still 
flourishes and threatens to consume 
the very vitals of the dyestuff trade. 
It requires heroic treatment and a rad- 
ical departure from the.present recog- 
nition of the dyer’s importance. When 
asalaried man spends twice or three 
times the amount of his income in liv- 
ing expenses, it is time to become sus- 
picious of him. Dyers of some large 
establishments are known to live in 
better style than their employers, and 
still they are permitted to receive large 
commissions from American and for- 
eign houses for handling their dyes 
exclusively. The trade is approaching 
a dangerous epoch in its history, on 
account of this rule or ruin pol- 
icy of the dyers, who are pre- 
sented to the world to-day as a 
ring of dictators having full 
control of the dyeing departments of 
numerous manufacturing concerns, 
where even the owners have no ade- 
quate authority over them. We con- 
tend, however, that it is within the 
power of owners to remedy the evil by 
taking stringent measures, similar to 
those adopted by the Pacific mills, in 
consequence of the great frauds of 
1880. It will be remembered that in 
May of that year quite a sensation was 
caused by the developments made at 
the mills named. The boss dyers were 
found to be amassing fortunes by their 
commissions, but the company placed 
an immediate check on the business 
and no trouble has siuce been experi- 
enced. If other manufacturers would 
follow their example, by employing a 
chemist to test all dye materials before 
using and have it understood that any 
‘“*botching” done with the _ tested 
materials will result in throwing out 
the dyer instead of the dyes, it would 
bea long step in accomplishing the 
much desired reform. To satisfy the 
dyers, they ought to be paid living 
salaries; the temptation and ability to 
obtain bribes would be greatly reduced 
by adopting these methods. Manu- 
facturers can well afford to do both 
and would savein the long run, besides 
instituting a necessary moral and 
physical change in the conduct of 
business. This method of grasping 
the evil, recommends itself on economi- 
eal grounds. Instead of adulterated 
colors, consumers would be assured of 
genuine quality and quantity; there is 
everything to gain and nothing to 
lose. As to the small buyers who visit 
the dealers during Christmas week like 
public mendicants soliciting alms, they 
are too insignificant for particular 
mention. 

Importers and dealers could avoid 
the difficulties they encounter daily, 
by combining to resist all demands for 
the corruption fund. There should be 
no insuperable obstacle to prevent an 
agreement of this character, unless it 
may be a strong disposition in some 
quarters to maintain the _ bribery 
scheme to shield adulterated goods. 
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A BUSINESS PESSIMIST. 


While merchants generally report 
more inquiry for goods, better collec- 
tions, and are expecting an active fall 
trade at improved prices, a pessimist 
comes to the surface with a manufac- 
tured opinion to show that trade has 
yet to experience its worst period. It 
is argued that while the liabilities of 
the first six months failures of this year 
amount to about sixty per cent of 
those in 1884, the assets this year are 
fifty per cent less, and this fact is put 
out as evidence that the business men 
who are stranded have been brought 
to it by a process of exhaustion—that 
they have paid as long as they could, 
even after practicing the closest econ- 
omy; disposed of everything that was 
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salable and applied proceeds to pay 
debts. The pessimist in question can 
see no indication of a revival in busi- 
ness and argues that the figures 
demonstrate a discouraging state of 
trade in comparison with last year. 
In closing this interesting diatribe, 
he gives utterance to the following 
prophecy : 

“The country must accomplish its descent 
from the high pinnacle which business reached 
in 1881, to the very bottom of the valley. Gor- 
responding to the great height which we 
reached in 1881, the descent ought to be the 
longest and the depression the lowest ever ex- 
perienced. There is reason to believe that the 
ascent from that depth will attain a loftier 
height than the boom of 1881. This cannot be 
hastened by the predictions of all the news- 
papers in the country; it will work itself out 
by industry, economy and the redistribution of 
labor.” 

Statistics of failures form an unreli- 
able ground work upon which to base 
an opinion on the state of trade. In 
all times of depression, many solvent 
houses suspend business through dis-— 
honest motives, and the majority of 
the reported failures can be traced to 
very small retail traders. Compara- 
tively few large and responsible estab- 
lishments throughout the country 
have been found unable to meet their 
obligations since the Wall street flurry, 
and those of this character who were 
forced to the wall, met the inevitable 
fate either by negligence in conduct- 
ing business or venturing too far out 
into the stream. Business houses that 
have successfully escaped the mael- 
strom, have been benefited by the un- 
fortunate experience of others, and by 
a rigid practice of economy and more 
industry, are better prepared for 
any emergency that may occur. 
It is gratifying to note’ the 
fact that the failures last week were 
emaller than during the same time of 
the last two years. This may be taken 
2s an indication that the craze has 
passed and that the unreliable mush- 
room concerns have been weeded out 
of existence. 

As to a prolonged continuation of 
the so-called ‘‘dull times,” this paper 
has already published testimony from 
the heads of the largest houses in New 
York to the contrary. They report a 
marked improvement in the disposi- 
tion of buyers to purchase on a more 
liberal scale; better collections, steadier 
markets and on the whole a more 
hopeful feeling which is significant of 
prosperous times before the close of 


this year.

THE COCOANUT OIL MARKET. 


The low prices which have prevailed 
for cocoanut oil, is owing principally 
to liberal receipts and the fact that 
some large consumers were overstock- 
ed, while the depressed condition of 
the tallow market assisted to influence 
cocoanut oil values downward. The 
intense heat lowered the merchantable 
quality of tallow and caused offerings 
to be forced upon the market, result- 
ing in a demoralization of prices: 
Under this condition of affairs, cocoa- 
nut oils could not be expected to main- 
tain their former prices. The deliver- 
ies for June were nine hundred tons, 
thus showing the large movement into 
consumers’ hands and giving another 
reason for the slack orders since. 

The market has lately assumed a 
better position. The stock of Ceylon 
oil on spot is estimated at seven hun- 
dred and fifty tons, which is just suffi- 
cient to last until arrival of fresh sup- 
plies. The amounton way is placed 
at eleven hundred tons, two 
thirds of which have been sold 
for consumption, and part of the re- 
mainder taken out of first hands, 
leaving about two hundred tons avail- 
able. Holders are expecting large 
consumers to come into the market 
any day, as their supplies are known 
to be almost exhausted. They earn- 
estly look for better prices based upon 
a better demand. The market only 
requires a little more activity to place 


it ina much better position. There is 
very little oil obtainable at our inside 
quotation. 

Cochin oil continues slow of sale, but 
as the spot stock only reaches sixty 
tons, there will be scarcely sufficient to 
last until the next arrival in Septem- 
ber, unless the demandsare unimport- 
ant. Prices are steady at previous quo- 
tations and any upward tendency will 
depend upon the course of the tallow 
market and nature of the demand. 
The tallow market is believed to have 
reached bottom and the trade has 
confidence in an early reaction. 
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THE FACTS ABOUT HOPS. 


A statement was made not long 
since by some dealers in hops 
that brewers were using substitutes, 
and which in a measure accounted for 
the large stocks on hand in all quar- 
ters. This was most emphatically de- 
nied by a_ well-known brewer 
who stated that until recently New 
York State produced the tulk of the 
hops raised in this country, and that 
the growers (of whom there were com- 
paratively few) had a regular monopoly 
of the business and dictated prices, 
which we were compelled to conform 
to, for on account of the heavy tariff, 
we could not import hops except for 
the higher grades of beer. But now 
immense crops are raised in California, 
Oregon and Washington Territory, 
which can be produced, owing tothe 
greater fertility of the soil throughout 
that section much cheaper than 
here at the East, and judges predict 
that before long they will raise hops 
in every respect equal to anything 
that grows here. This is the reason of 
there being so cheap here and not 
because there is any diminution 
in their use. It was also stated that 
there was too much competition and 
rivalry among brewers to admit of 
an inferior article being placed on the 
market,and as for manufacturing auy- 
thing deletorious to health, is improb- 
able, as no one Would eare to be held 
responsible, even if he were disposed 
to adulterate. The growing crop 
promises a generous yield and the 
market will in all probability continue 
in favor of the consumers.

A portion of the Willow Spring Distillery at 
Omaha, Neb., with apparatus and 200 barrels of 
alcohol, was destroyed by a fire resulting from 
explosion last week. Loss to the distillery 
about $50,000; covered by insurance. 


Prof. Orton, State Geologist of Ohio, who has 
been visiting the Murraysville gas field, esti- 
mates the output of the Guffy weli there at 75,- 
000,000 cubic feet per day, or equivalent in 
heating power to 150,000 bushels of coal. 


A fire on Monday in Baltimore County, Balti- 
more, destroyed the paraffine works of Hunter 
Brady, causing a damage of about $30,000, 
which is nearly covered by insurance. The 
stock destroyed was $3,500; fully insured. 


The soap and butter factery in Allegheny, 
hitherto giving -the residents of all the upper 
portion of Allegheny great annoyance by the 
offensive smell, has been considerably abated 


by the introduction of natural gas in the es- 
tablishment, 


Mr. Jno. J. Thomson, of Baltimore, is regard- 
ed as one of the best informed merchants in 
the drug trade.

Messrs. Treacher & Co. (iimited), chemists, 
druggists and general merchants in India, de- 
clared a dividend of 22 per cent for the past 
year last month, at the same time carrying a 
considerable sum to the reserve fund. The 
company is in its twenty-first year. 


A paper piano has been manufactured at 
Paris. The material for the vase was com- 
pressed and took a perfect polish, and the tone 
of the instrument, though not loud, was very 
sweet—a soft, full, quasi-continuous sound, 
resembling somewhat that of the organ. 


One firm in Pittsburg is said to have sold 
more than $400,00 worth of glass during the 
year ending the first of this month—by far the 
largest year’s business ever done—and yet the 
usual dividend was passed and the surplus fund 
said to be reduced rather than increased. 


Sulpburous acid fumes from the combustion 
of sulphur under the heat of the sun, gently 
and gradually diffused about the vines, are 
practically beneficial. The sulphur should be 
applied in warm, dry weather, in the form of 
powder; the triturated or ground sulphur is 
the best. 


Asan instance of the way goods are pushed 
in Spain by some French houses, it may be 
stated that they even sell cost, freight and in- 
surance, and duty paid besides. In such a case 
they deduct from the invoice the amount the 
customer has to pay for freight and custom 
house duties. 


The drug store of Williamson & Brown, at 
Frederick, Md., was destroyed by fire Thursday 
evening. The fire originated from an explos- 
ion of phosphorous which Dr. Williamson was 
using in preparing a prescription. He was 
severely burned and narrowly escaped with his 
life. Loss, $2,000; fully insnred.

The State Department bas just issued a docu- 
ment that will be invaluable to all persons con- 
cerned in commerce with Mexico. It is a pam- 
phlet of 120 pages, containing a translation of 
the general ordinance of maritime and frontier 
custom houses of the United States, with the 
complete tariff and rates of duty. 


It is stated that the principal industrial ex- 
ports from the Russian port of Batoum—man- 
ganese, naphtha, petroleum and lubricating 
mineral oil—increase continually, and that 
every month seems to bring new outlets for 
the naphtha and petroleum of Baku. In man- 
ganese the increase is especially noteworthy. 


The Treasury Department has received in- 
formation from Porto Plata, San Domingo, to 
the effect that the decree of the Dominican 
Government abolishing all export duties and 
adding 8 per cent to imports, which went into 
effect December I, 1884, was revoked by Con- 
gress on the 10th of June ultimo, in so far as it 
affected import duties. 


The Black gas well at McKeesport, Pa., will 
be converted into a salt weil. While driling 
alarge run of salt water was struck, which 
was so strong that it was thrown over the 
top of the derrick. There are still a great 
many who think that gas or oil can be found 
by going deeper, and that the Blacks do not 
want it known yet fora while. 


A Connecticut captain, who discovered this 
summer how much money there is in the busi- 
ness, has been cruising off Rockaway Beach 
every day for porpoises. The average value 
of each fish is about $25. The oil brings a high 
price, the hide makes good leather, the bones 
are utilized casily and the meat, according to 
the captain, is shipped to Philadelphia. 


The extensive flint glass factory of Doyle & 
Co., on the South side, Pittsburg, was burned 
July 29. Macbeth & Co.’s glass factory and 
several other buildings on the opposite side of 
the street were damaged. During the progress 
of the fire numerous explosions of natural gas 
and chemicals took place, but no one was in- 
jured. The loss is $50,000; fully insured. 


The Dithridge Glass Works at Martin’s 
Ferry, O., has put fire in its furnace and re- 
sumed work yesterday. This is the first flint 
house in that section to fireup. It is not en- 
gaged in the lockout and was fortunate enough 
to be favored by the Philadelphia convention 
by a reduction in the cost of dome chades. 
Eight shops are kept continually at work on 
these goods. 


Mr. John S. Moffitt, of the Richardson Drug 
Co., of St, Louis, arrived in town on Friday 
last, looking exceedingly well in spite of the 
hot weather that has oppressed that city for 
several weeks past. Manufacturers of fancy 
goods alwaysstand in front of their stores with 
boat hooks in their hands in order that he may 
not get by them, when they hear that Mr. 
Moffitt is in the city. 


The Allen Cocaine Manufacturing Co., of 
1,254 Broadway, have placed on the market a 
cocaine tablet, which has proved in a number 
of instances very efficacious,and which no 
doubt will, as soon as it becomes known, meet 
with great favor from the public generally.

The Chief of the Bureau of Statistics reports 
that the total values of the imports of mer-

The values of the exports of mer- 
chandise for the twelve months ended June 30, 
1885, were $741,893,683, and for the twelve

A limpid varnish, which preserves every pol- 
ished metal from oxidation, has been invented 
by MM. Giot, jeune, et Cie., rue Sedaine, Paris. 
It is called the ‘‘Inoxydable,”’ but is also known 
as “Tronmongers’ Varnish.” As applied to me- 
tallic surfaces, says a correspondent, this varn- 
ish thoroughly resists oxygen, however damp 
its surioundings, and being colorless it pos- 
sesses the advantage of introducing no altera- 
tion whatever in the external aspect of objects, 
and has been very successfully adapted to iron 
articles which would otherwise be exposed to 
rust. 


Last week the large five-story brick block on 
Sargent’s Wharf, Boston, Mass., occupied by 
Robert Whyte asa dyewood works, was badly 
damaged by fire. The second floor was the bag- 
ging room, and here the fire originated in some 
unknown manner’ It spread quickly to the 
fourth and fifth stories, used as storerooms, 
where it is estimated that 2,200 tons of dyewoud, 
including a large lot of valuable camwood in 
bags, was stored. The damage to stock will 
probably be almost total, and the loss will be 
heavy. The building has been burned out three 
times before. 


Teel’s Marsh, in Nevada, is the most product- 
ive borax field on the Pacific coast. Its depusit 
covers ten square miles of surface, and is said 
to include chemically pure common salt, borax 
in three forms, sulphate of soda and carbonate 
ofsoda. The basin of Nevada in which it is 
situated is covered in many parts with dry, 
efflorescent salts, washed in the course of ages 
from the soda feldspar of the volcanic rocks 
and ridges of yellow lava which cover the 
country for miles. The waters of the lakes are 
heavy, appear like thin oil, smell like soap, 
possess great detersive qualities, are caustic as 
potash and easily soporify. 


The Glasgow Herald, in speaking of Ceylon 
products, says: “The products of the country 
are very varied, and consist of rice, cinnamon, 
cocoanut, paints, tobacco, sugar cane and cot- 
ton, and latterly coffee, cinchona, india rubber 
and tea have been added. The land is admir- 
ably adapted for the growth of rice. The cul- 
tivation of cocoanuts has been gradually in- 
creasing, and though a large quantity is ex- 
ported, alarge trade is done in the coir fiber 
from the husk and in expressed oil from the 
kernel of the nut. The cultivation extends 
nearly allalong the west part of the island. 
The great planting industry however, is now 
coffee and tea.” 


The following process has lately been patent- 
ed in England for the manufacture of galleine 
a dyestuff, although it is stated that the method 
hasbeen a long time in use in some color 
works, The process generally followed is to 
heat pyrogallic acid with the anhydride of 
phthalic acid, while the patentee recommends 
the employment of gallic acid, which is much 
cheaper, and which at the temperature required 
inthe manufacture of gal!c¢ine is converted 
into pyrogallic acid with the evolution of car- 
bonic acid. Gallicacid and anhydrous phthalic 
acid are heated in an oil bath up to 220 to 235 
deg. C. until the melt becomes solid. The pro- 
duct of the reaction gives galleine after being 
washed with water and alcohol. 


The Canadian Customs Department has issued 
the following circular: Invoices of goods pur- 
chased in bond in the United States are re- 
quired to be accompanied bya certificate from 
the Collector of Customs at the port of export, 
certifying that the document is a correct ex- 
tract from the invoice on file at his port, and 
giving the date of import and export marks 
and invoice value, and to such value there 
should be added the costs of the freight trans- 
shipment and all othcr expenses and charges 
connected therewith, together with the proba- 
ble profit of the United States importer, and in 
cases where invoices are not accompanied by 
such certificate, the value on which duty is to 
be collected shall be the yaluein the open mar- 
ket at the time of shipment,

Inajaronthe bottom of the case is 
placed 1000 grammes of corn of some leading 
variety, on the shelf immediately abeve a 
smaller jar holds the quantity of starch con- 
tained in the 1000 grammes of corn below; in 
succession on shelves above the starch, still 
smaller jars contain the alouminoi4s, the fibre, 
the sugar, the water, the oil and the ash which 
















go to make up the quantity ofcorn. Thus the 
corn is shown resolved into its constituents 
with the relative quantity of each of these 
carefuliy and accurately measured and dis- 
played. This analysis is repeated with several 
leading varieties of corn, wheat, rye, oats, bar- 
ley, peas, beans, potatoes, sugar beats, and sor- 
ghum. 


The dissolution notice of the firm of Messrs. 
Williams, Rogers & Pyatt, of this city, will be 
foundin another column of this issue. Mr. 
Charles P. Williams retires from active busi- 
ness, after a very prosperous business career. 
He pays the following deserved compliment to 
his late partuers, who will carry on the busi- 
nessas usual: “Inretiring from active business, 
itake this opportunity of returning sincere 
thanks for the many favors bestowed upon 
me in the past, and to bespeak for my former 
partners a continuance of the liberal patronage 
extended to the old firm. I beg to state that 
bot.. these gentlemen are fully competent and 
conversant with the management of the manu- 
facturing department which formerly came 
under wy supervision, and our friends may 
fee] assured that the high standard ofthe goods 
of our manufacture will be maintained. I 
shall continue my office address with the 
firm.” 

The manufacturers and the flint glass work- 
ers held a meeting at Bellaire, O., last week, at 
which President Smith presided. The wage 
list was read and the proceeding which took 
place at the Philadelphia convention were 
made known to the manufacturers. The man- 
utacturers went into session again in the after- 
noon and submitted a circular to President 
Smith which read in substance as follows: The 
manufacturers are ready to start the factories 
when they are assured that they will enjoy the 
same prices and terms as Pittsburg. They 
decided to adhere to their original proposition 
to start up only on Pittsburg terms and prices, 
and be governed by any universal system with 
competitors. A reply is asked of the men by 
August 1. The circular is signed by the eight 
houses now out on astrike. In talking with a 
manufacturer he stated that the new price list 
was from 10 to 25 per cent of an advance in 
some articles over last year. 


We get the following advice from London 
under date of July 24: Reports of a very seri- 
ous character concerning tke hop crop have 
been received at Canterbury. Since Friday 
last there has been a most alarming increase of 
vermin in several of the priocipa! districts, 
notably those lying between Boughton and 
Favershom, a portion of the Ashford district, 
the Wingham district and all through the Isle 
of Thanet. The dull, showery and damp weather 
of the last few days has been favorable to the 
enemies of the hop plant, lice having thriven 
and developed in an extraordinary mann r. 
Many extensive plantations are now fast going 
into a black bligbt, the foliage is swarming 
with vermin and dripping with honey dew. 
Washing does no permanent good. The leaves 
are covered again with lice in a few hours after 
the application of soft soap and quassia. Mauy 
grounds in Mid-Kent and Sussex are in nearly 
as bad a condition. It is roughly estimated that 
the prospects of the crop in East Kent have 
been reduced by one-half in consequence of 
the blight. 


Fire last week at the works of the Pennsyl- 
vania Salt and Chemical Works, on the Dela- 
ware River, at the southern end of Philadel- 
phia, caused a loss of $500,000. The fire origin- 
ated in a small brick building used for burning 
Spanish pyrites in making sulpburic acid, and 
is supposed to have been caused by intense 
heat from the furnaces. The flames made 
rapid headway, and the fire was almost beyond 
control before the firemen arrived. From the 
building in which it originated the fire com- 
municated to the adjoining acid house and to 
the buildings used for the manufacture of 
which were destroyed, together with several 
million pounds of crude eulphurie acid and 
muriatic acid and 500 tons of the same ready 
for shipment. On the property destroyed 
there is insurance Of about $175,000, the com- 
pany having an insurance of about $375,000 on 
the entire works. The principal works of the 
company are situated at Natrona, Penn., near 
Pittsburg. Eight buildings were destroyed. 
One of the two platinum stills used for distill- 
ing the sulphuric acid was destroyed. It cost 
$15,000, and was only three feet high and could 
have been put inside a small wagon. The wind 
was blowing stiffly from the southeastand kept 
the flames away from the building’ where the 
sodais manufactured. Had it not been for 
this providential direction of the wind the big 
warehouse in which is stored $200,000 worth of 
chemicals would have been destroyed ” It will 
take a year for us to rebuild the buildings eos- 
troyed,” said Thomas Armstrong, the secretary 
and treasurer of the company.

The Farley wildcat near Washington, Pa., has 
been boarded up. It is in the sand and due at 
any time. It is expected that several wells will 
be completed in that section during the next 
two weeks, 


Mr. Geo. B. Knox, who has advanced rapidly 
in the oil trade and in the estimation of his 
friends, attends to the responsible duties of 
Mr. B. W. Flack during the absence of that 
gentloman from Pittsburg. 

Morrow & Co. have completed their wildcat 
on the Connor farm, near Catfish, Clarion 
county, and the wellisdry. The company ex- 
pected to extend Armstrong run pool, which 
excited the trade several years ugo. 

Mr. N. W. Stevenson, who was one of the 
most popular members on the floor of the New 
York Petroleum Exchange, i3 now permanent- 
ly located in Pittsburg, his former stamping 
ground. He was gladly welcomed back. 

Messrs. Frank, Theodore & Larry Tack were 
called to Philadelphia last week on the saddest 
of mortal errands. Their venerable father died 
at Cape May July 24, and they went home tuo 
pay theirlast respects to their honored dead. 

The July number of the Petroleum Age con- 
tains excellent portraits of Michael Murphy 
and P. M. Shannon, leaders of the wildcat 
army. Mr. Murphy is known throughout the 
oil country as the “King of the mystery men.” 

Joseph Thomas, Jr., & Co.’s wildcat well, 
near Hermann station, Butler county, Pa., is a 
failure. The drill went 80 feet below the fourth 
sand level. This was an important venture 
and condemns considerable prospective terri- 
tory. 

One of the largest shipments of oil ever made 
on a single vessel has just been completed by 
Meisner, Ackerman & Co., of this city, who 
bave laden the British ship British Isle witb 
15,863 barrels refined petroleum, consigned to 
Liverpool. 

H. C. Heineman, of Butler, Pa., has favored 
the REPORTER with alarge and complete map 
of the Thorn Coeek, Reibold and Baldridge oil 
pools. The latest developments are accurately 
traced out. Copies of the map can be had by 
adcressing Mr. Heineman. 


According to the Financial News, of London, 
there is a project in Italy for the formation of 
a strong company to investigate the petroleum 
wealth of Italy. Thus far there have been no 
deep borings in Italy; but the increased capi- 
tal willcause experiments to be made to the 
depth of 500 or 600 meters. 

Vivid descriptions are given of the great oil 
basinsin Wyoming Territory, about to be de- 
veloped, The productive region comprises 
30,000 acres, and in one part resembles a lake 
covered with a crust of earth only a few feet 
thick. The property is in the hands of promot 
ers formerly connected with unsuccessful 
Western mining companies. 


M. C. Beebe of Titusville, died suddenly July 


29at Asbury Park, N. J., of paralysis of the 


heart. He was a prominent Republican politi- 
cian, a member of the Pennsylvania State board 
of agriculture, of the State constitutional con- 
vention, a leading stockholder of the Tidewater 
pipe line, and identified as director with differ- 
ent national banks in that section. 


Professor Edmund Orton, State Geologist of 
Ovio, gauged the new gus well at Murraysville, 
Pa., and declares that he never saw such a flow 
of gas in any other well. He says that there is 
gas enough flowing out to move millions of 
wheels, The gauge showed such measurements 
that Professor Orton declares himself unwil- 
ling to trust the figures until he has re-exam- 
ined all his data. 

Death certificate No. 15,039, records the demise 
of Francois Coppin. a Frenchman, and a refin r 
in the employ of the Standard Oil Company, 
from “acute peritonitis from intestinal perfora- 
tion, the effect of extreme heat and cold.” Hig 
business required him to spend hours at a time 
in a room heated to 150 degrees Fahrenheit, On 
July 29 he was several hours in the ruom and got 
chilled coming out. July 29 was a hot day, 


Desperadoes one day last week visited the 
McKee oil well, at Hooks City, Pa., and cut 
the drilling cable so that the heavy drilling 
tools fell 800 feet to the bottom of the well. 
The contractor will abandon the well and lose 
about $1,500. The same miscreants dropped 
the tools in another well and then stole two 
fine horses from Farmer Daubenspeck. The 
horses have been recovered, 

It is not general.y known, says a correspond- 
ent, that Butler County oil purchased by the 
Standard Oil Company is never placed on the 
market in the form of certificates. Certificate 
vllis wholly represented by the production of all 


the other districts. Being so much more profit- 
able to refine, Butler County oil is pumped to 
the various Standard refineries. 

The new well in Limestone Township, in the 
old Tidioate field, is owned by Stroup & 
Schoelikoff. and is located on the J. G. Lipton 
farm in the southwestern corner of tract 5,204. 
The owners say that it will make a ten barrel 
pumper. The territory in that neighborhood 
has been quite well drilled, and has produced a 
few small wells, two or three of which are still 
pumping by heads. It opens nothing new. 


The Chief of the Bureau of Statistics reports 
that the total value of exports of mineral oils 
from the United States during the month of 
June, 1885, and during the twelve months ended 
the same, as compared with similar exports 
during the corresponding periods of the previ- 
ous year, were as follows: June 1885, $4,674,881; 
June, 1884, $4,758,243; twelve months ended 
June 30, 1885, $50,257,947; for 1834, $47,103,248. 

The trade was excited some time ago by the 
announcement thatthe Fishers were about to 
go out of business. This going out, however, 
will be merely a reorganization of the firm as 
was a former effort of the same kind. The 
Pittsburg Leader says: A. L. Lowrie, who is to 
succeed John Fisher as a partnrer of J. C. Craig, 
on August Ist, has applied for membership on 
the Petroleum Exchange. He, as will be re- 
membered, comes from Oil City, where be for- 
merly figured as one of the heavy rollers. 

In the Hooks City oil district in Butler county 
Ceveloped this summer, there are fourteen 
wells, producing a total of 500 barrels per day. 
About the same number of wells are either 
drilling or preparing to drill, Land is being 
leased at about one-eighth royalty and $100 per 
acre. Excitement is increasing. The last strike 
is yielding 125 barreis per day and has not been 
torpedoed. One of the owners was offered by 
Henry Curee, of Clarion, $9 000 for his quarter 
interest in the well and sixty-acre lease. The 
oil in this new district is obtained in the 
boulder and is inferior to that found in the 
the third and fourth sands. 

Professor Orton, Profess>r of Geology in the 
Ohio State University, and geologist of the 
State, was at the Hotel Anderson last night. 
He has been engaged for some time in testing 
the producing capacity of the natural gas wells 
in the various localities in which they bave 
been developed. His instrument of measure- 
ment is ananemometer. He has as data the 
diameter of the escape pipe and the velocity of 
the gas. With these features he is enabled to 
gauge the daily production of the wells. At 
the Painesville, Erie and other lake shore wells 
he found the product to average about 32,000 
cubic feet every day. At Findlay, O., the lar- 
gest well produces 1,294,000 cubic feet. The 
Barclay well, at Wel'sburg, W. Va., yields 
470,009 feet, and the “Polka Dot,”’ close by, 
460,000 cubic feet.—Pittsburg Commercial Ga- 
zette. 


Pittsburg has of late been undergoing a 
transformation which, if not as rapid and bril- 
liant as the last scene of a pantomine, is likely 
to be permanent and of transcendent import- 
ance. The substitution there of natural gas 
for bituminous coal as fuel, which began 
cautiously some time ago, has during the pres- 
ent summer gone forward with such arush 
that it is not too much to say that the title of 
“City of Smoke” no longer belongs to Pittsburg. 
At first, a series of accidents, like those some- 
times resulting from the use of ordinary illu- 
minating gas, made the people cautious of 
resorting to this new fuel. For, while the odor 
of artificial gas often gives timely notice of 
the danger of explosion from a leak, the natu- 
ral gas is odorless. Suitable machinery for 
distributing the gas was devised, and it has 
rapidly made its way not only into dwellings 
and stores, but into factories. Not only the 
immediate but the indirect results of such a 
change, on so vast a scale, must be watched 
with interest, 

Donaghue & Co., of Millerstown, have com- 
pleted a dry well on{the Daniel McLaughlin 
farm, about one mile east of Karns City. This 
company expected to tap the pool from which 
the Williams wells obtained their oil. In 1877 
W.G. Williams drilled a well on the Kernerer 
farm, It produced but three barrels in the 
third sand. He drilled to the fourth sand and 
was rewarded with six barrels per day. For 
eight years this well has been quietly pumping 
from an isolated pool and has produced 15.000 
barrels. In 1881 H. L. Taylor located a well 128 
feet north of the Williams, confidently be- 
lieving that he would share in the Williams 
reservoir of oil. So near yetsofar. Taylor’s 
well was dry. The failure just completed by 
Donaghue is but 600 feet northwest of the orig- 
inal Williams producer. Luck seems to favor 
Mr. Williams in that locatity. He has defined 
a triangular deposit. Well No.2 is about 500 
feet southeast of No.1. Itis producing seven 
barrelsa day. And No. 3,a third sand well, 
producing five barrels daily, is 600 feet south of 
the old reliable No. 1, which continues to yield 
five barrels daily. 

In reviewing the situation, Stowell’s Petro- 
leum Reporter says: “There is no more reason 
for accepting as infallible the argument that 
the public or investors can not be attracted to 
oil because the speculation in railroad stocks 
has been languishing than there is for arguing 
from the same basis that grain or cotton is to 
show no response to the independent condi- 
tions governing it. Commercially petroleum 
shows continued improvement, and foreign 





buyers of refined oil who have been delaying 
purchasing in hope of a decline are being 
forced to replenish depleted stocks. Thesitua- 
tion as a whole challenges comparison with 
that of 1876, when crude oil rose to $423 per 
barrel and ruled through the year in the 
neighborhood of $4. Yet at that time, with 
the world’s consumption averaging about 36,000 
barrels daily (the production ruling at about 
25,000 barrels), the stock in the several Conti- 
nental ports of Europe were some 400,000 bar- 
rels. For this year the consumption of oil is 
estimated conservatively at from 70,000 to 72,000 
barrels a day; the production is far below these 
figures and the visible supply of Europe is little 
over 1,000,000 barrels. Summing up, our au~- 
thority says that unless there is a decided 
change in the reduction of stocks of crude that 
has been going on since last August, the close 
of 18+5 will see an amount above ground equal 
tu less than fifteen months’ consumption.

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The Energetic Wildcatter Punching 
the Oil Country Full of Holes. 


KARNS City, PA, Aug. 1, 1885. 

While dollar oil brightens and strengthens 
matters in the Pennsylvania oil fields, it renews 
the energy of the wildcatter. Well informed 
men in oil affairs say that ia the history of the 
business wildcat wells were neverso numerous. 
In Pennsylvania alone there are more than one 
hundred distributed on the edges of the mighty 
checker board, on which this gigantic oil game 
has been played these twenty-five years. 

Understand that many of these are drilling 
under the guise of gas wells. Why? Because 
there are oil producers who though they have 
a goodly daily output of oil do not restrain 
their greed for more, and knowing that wildcat 
wells threaten disaster tu the trade are positive- 
ly ashamed to be identified with such wells. 
However, there are many manufacturers bor- 
ing for gas, but there are as likely to strike oil 
as those who send the drill in search of it. 

Here and there honest yeomenor villagers 
sink a well hoping to develope their lands. 
With them the enterprise possesses the charm 
of a Thorn Creek gusher the moment the drill 
is in motion. When the sand rock depth is 
reached they are thrilled with the prospects of 
agreat well. While they are honest, their im- 
aginations are for the time like field cameras. 
The loeal excitement widens until a villianous 
wildcatter takes advantage of the situation. If 
too much is known about the venture he soon 
locates another in the immediate locality: 
Meanwhile the oil fever is not allowed to abate 

He encourages the circulation of wildcat 
rumors by gaining tke confidence of reliable 
farmers. To them he reveals a volume of val- 
uable information. He whispers often, know- 
ing there is power in a confidential whisper, 
and that it travels like a thunderbolt. For the 
time the real veteran colonel or major wild- 
catter ig reverenced by the natives to whom 
thousands of dollars are to be distributed as 
soon as his ship comes in. 

Should there be one so incredulous as to 
speak doubtingly of his echeme he refers to 
oil region history. There it is written the rey- 
elations of oldtime developments; of Butler 
County gushers; of Bradford's great basin; of 
"646" and the wonders of Cherry Grove & 
Thorn Creek geysers, all the result of wildcat 
wells. And this history is impressive. No per- 
son realizes more fully than the wildcatter 
that it is the fear of history repeating iteelf 
that attaches so much importance to every 
wildcat venture. He knows that no matter 
whether geologists have pierced the depths of 
earth with their learning and declared certain 
areas voidof oil, practical menin the trede 
rely only on information revealed by the drill. 

To secure a practical location for a wildcat 
venture is to endow it with more importance 
than one too remote from developments. 

No wonder that David Kirk and other lead- 
ers in the Producers’ Association hold that 
when there is a depression in the oil business 
producers who locate wildcat wells should be 
recognized asenemies of the trade. Yet there 
is no law governing such matters, and when a 
man engages in the oil business he must accept 
the situation as he finds it. 

It is generally believed that the Bradford 
district is bullish; that Warren county has 
wasted away: that Thorn Creek has been 
throttled, and that Mackshburg bas matured. 
Yet there remains these wildcats for the bears 
to feed upon. Disposed of, the field situation 
would indeed warrant a higher level of prices. 

Throughout the oil region the question is 
asked, “Car we not fora few years be relieved 
of these wildcat ventures?” No doubt the 
answers will come from Mt. Nebo, Trout Run, 


and so on, 
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Wildcat wells, by depressing the market, rob 
producers of several million dollars annually.

Olive Culture in California. 


A bulletin just issued by the Agricultural 
Department of the University of California 
contains the following interesting treatise on 
the olive tree in California, written by W. G. 
Klee, the gentleman in charge of the grounds 
of the University Agricultural Experiment 
Station: 

“The olive is attracting a great deal of inter- 
est in this State and justly so. California is 
the only State in the Union that possesses a 
climate suitable for it. Abundant testimony 
exists to show that that tree will thrive 
throughout the larger part of California. The 
greatest point to be made in favor of the olive 
is that it will grow in a soil too dry even for 
the grapevine, and too rocky for any fruit 
tree. The hills and mountain slopes, not fit for 
the pasture of even a goat, can be made to pro- 
duce olives, Precisely such will produce the 
fruit much earlier than the rich valleys, al- 
though in the latter the tree will attain a larger 
growth. The olive will fill the largest gap in 
our cultures, and its sphere is such that it will 
not encroach on any other culture. It is, per- 
haps, not asa greatand valuable product for 
export that the greatest importance attaches 
to the olive in California, but rather as a food 
product for home consumption. It has often 
been said that the olive is truly the poor man’s 
tree. In a country like California, where a 
scanty raintall is the characteristic of many 
parts, pusturage, and consequently the produc- 
tion of meat and butter, must necessarily be 
limited, relatively more so as the population 
increases. The olive can largely supply this 
growing deficiency. It is the richest and most 
nutritious of all fruits, for upon it and bread 
alone a man may be sustained so as to perform 
the hardest of labor. 

“That both olive oil and pickles of the finest 
quality can be produced in this State is a fact 
not to be questioned, after Ellwood Cooper, of 
Santa Barbera, bas taken the prize at the Paris 
World's Fair. Years ago, when the mission 
fathers tirst landed in California, they brought 
with them two varieties of olives, one of which 
especially has been propagated throughout the 
State, in different localities. Although a most 
excellent and hardy variety, and, as we have 
lately learned from F, Pohndorff’s investiga- 
tions, one of the best Spanish varieties, known 
by the name of Cornezueto, it is here, as in 
Spain, adapted to the warmer parts of the 
country only. Ina cooler climate the matur- 
ing of the fruit falls so late in the season that 
it interferes sensibly with the blooming of the 
next. The importance of introducing earlier 
ripening varieties is therefore apparent. Hence 
it is u matter of congratulation that private in- 
dividuals, as well as enterprising nurserymen, 
have begun to import and propagate French 
and Spanish kinds. At the experimental 
grounds of the University, we have received, 
through Mr. Pohndorff’s importations, two 
valuable varieties, the Nevadiilo blanco, an 
oval-shaped olive of medium size, ripening very 
early, and the Manzanillo, a rather large olive, 
of more rounded shape, also of early maturity. 
No less than thirteen kinds are the generous 
gift of Mr. Rock, of San Jose, while Mr. Gould, 
ot Auburn, a gentleman who has been very 
active in proving the adaptability of the olive 
tothe foothill regions of the Sierra Nevada, 
has presented five specimens of the Picholine. 
This isa very bardy and rapidly growing va- 
riety. In addition to these, six varieties have 
been propagated from seed. While the latter 
are not sure to develop anything valuable, the 
differences in foliage and habit of growth indi- 
cate wid ly different types. All the kinds have 
been planted along a road in a soil and exposure 
well suited to their development, and we hope 
before many years to ascertain something 
definite as regards their value. 

“From the experience of the older countries, 
as well as that of California, it seems that the 
olive will grow ina great variety of soils; the 
most important point to be observed being that 
they shall be warm and well drained. ‘the most 
striking instance of this kind that I can recall 
is from my own experience. Some years ago I 
brought a few rooted olives to a place in the 
Santa Cruz Mountains. They were set out in 
the beat of soil, in rich and comparatively moist 
ground. The growth here for two years was 
almost nothing, although the trees were well 
attended to. In March cf last year they were 
removed to different places, some being planted 
on a high knoll where the soil is very sandy, 
but contains considerable lime; othersinsmali 
pockets on a southeast slope, the soil in this 
case being very rich in humus. With the fcr- 
mer, small rooted cuttings but a few inches 
high were planted. In many instances the holes 
in which they were planted were made in the 
rock and the roots spread on almost bare rock. 
Without any further attention than being hoed 
to prevent weeds from smothering them, all 
grew right along, the older ones making sev- 
eral feet of growth, where they had before 
made but a few inches. 

“The modc almost exclusively used in Cali- 
fornia is from cuttings, which are set either 
in the permanent site or in nursery rows, 
Growing olives from seed is a mode little prac- 
tised so far in the State, but worthy of adop- 
tion. Of course the process necessitates graft- 
ing or budding. It is the general practic in 
France to do this after the tree has formed its 


main branches, either budding or grafting into 
these during the month of May or June. 

“It is argued by many people that the olive 
requires an excessively long time to come into 
bearing. In favorable localities this is by no 
means the case. Inthe southern part of the 
State large olive cuttings commence to bear in 
the fourth year. Mr. Cooper,of Santa Bar- 
bara, reports two gallons of berries on some of 
his best trees at that age, and as much as 
thirty gallons from the best at six years. Mr. 
Kimball, of National City, San Diego County, 
reports similar results. Our own experience at 
Berkeley, when the summer temperature is 
very low, must be termed very encouraging. 
Two small trees but a few feet high, brought 
from the Mission of San Jose, were planted in 
1873 by Mrs. Jeanne Carr. Fortwo years after 
Mrs. Carr's departure they were neglected, but 
answered very quickly to kind treatment, and 
after six years from planting produced some 
fruit, and have produced full crops every two 
years, steadily increasing. The yield at eight 
years thus was about fifty pounds; at ten years 
over 100 pounds per tree, while this year each 
tree averaged 225 pounds. Inthe off years the 
yield bas been about one-quarter ns much. 
Compared with warmer localities, where the 
Mission olive ripens earlier, the yield perhaps 
looks small, but with varieties better adapted 
to our cooler climate the result would doubt- 
less be different. .\s olives are worth four cents 
a pound the profit would be very good, Judg- 
ing from what we know about the adaptability 
of the olive, it would seem that an olive grove 
would be one of the safest investments all over 
the State, provided no over production should 
take place.” 
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Products of the West Indies. 


A correspondent writing from Jamaica un- 
der date of November 5, to the Tropical Agri- 
culturist published in Ceylon, communicates 
the following information relative to the pro- 
ducts of West Indies and Panama: 

Cocoa or Cacao—As a proof that this plant is 
grown in Jamaica we drink our chocolate every 
morning, and agree with Linneus that it is 
“theobroma” (food for gods). As to the culti- 
vation it is very scattered; a tree or two in this 
garden and atreeinthat garden growing hig- 
gledy-piggledy with mangoes, oranges, coffea 
arabica and coconuts, breadfruits, etc. The 
creole girls make it into sticks, and these they 
carry to market on Saturdays and sell fora 
“quatty” or three halfpence. Cocoa or cacao 
plantations are few and far between; many 
people have a few shuck specimens of cacao 
planta struggling with the weeds under the too 
dense shade of bananas. As far as this cultiva- 
ticn is concerned it is a greater disappointment 
then coffea ary bica and coffea liberica, because 
a Ceylou planter expects to find the West In- 
dies the home of the cacao tree and finds to his 
surprise that Ceylon grows the article ona 
much more extensive scale and produces pods 
of better quality and size. Anyone can see at 
a glance that most cultivations in the West In- 
dies are almost ata standstill, and Ceylon will 
most undoubtedly take the place of the West 
Indies in the production of cacao. 

Cinchona Cultivation.—People in Jamaica do 
not do things with a rush; hence the cinchona 
spec. is limited to a few small clearings, the 
Portland Gap Company taking the lead with a 
fine fleld of officinalis and a few Ledgerianas 
doing fairly well; their clearing would be bet- 
ter if drained, roaded and placed under Euro- 
pean supervision. Mr. McCrea, Jr., bas opened 
20 acres of officinalis; the plants are mere seed- 
lings, aud will take some time to grow into 
trees, especiully as weeds grow faster than 
cinchona and choke the ground. Mr, Mar- 
shall, late of Ceylon, is wisely putting down 
cinchona and coffee in the same ciearing in 
case of an accident. He has opened fifty acres 
and is knocking down another fifty at an ele- 
vation ot 5,000 feet. Other planters have put 
in a few plants of officinalis and succiruba, aud 
Mr. George Henderson is pushing on the growth 
of Ledgeriana plants obtained from the Gov- 
ernment plantations. If cinchona goes up in 
price again, the Jamuica cultivators will make 
money, for the climate and svil are both suit- 
able for the growth of all varieties of cinchona. 

Ginger.— Jamaica givger isa thing one hears 
much of, and sees less in the way of cultiva- 
tion, the enterprise baving nearly died out; 
still there is a limited cultivation Of this valu- 
able root, fur ginger beer is made and sold for 
14gd and 4d per bottle, the former made of 
brown sugar and the latter with white. A 
stick called the **chew stick” is used to give it 
flavor and a festive appearance; the chew 
stick is also used by the creoles as a substitute 
for a tooth-brusb, and fine specimeus of sets of 
teeth the natives possess. The cultivation ot 
ginger has fallen off in Jamaica of late years, 
and I have not seen any Cultivation myself. 

Pimento or Allspice.—This is an article ot 
export and grows wild in parts of the island, 
aud is said to be d.flicult to propagate; like the 
cacao, it grows mixed up witk other products. 

Cocoanut Palms.—There are extensive cocva- 
put estates round the sea coast of Jamaica. 
The properties opened up by. Dr. Ferguson are 
the best on this side (facing Cuba), north and 
east coasts. The export of cocoanuts is very 
great, millions of nuts being shipped from Port 
Antonio and Kingston. The palm flourishes 
everywhere near the sea, and most sugar es- 
tates have a few thousand trees along the sea- 
board and “Negro House” fields; they are how- 
ever subject to the ravages of bats, and occa- 


sional hurricanes bend their proud feathery 
heads to the ground never to rise again. 
Drinking nuts are sold at three farthings each, 
and ripe nuts at 6s per hundred. The cocoanut 
palm is always a feature in tropical scenery, 
and extremely useful to the natives for food, 
rope and matting. The cocoanut is not util- 
ized in 80 many ways here asin Ceylon and 
India, and itis surprising that cocoanut oil is 
not one of the leading exports of Jamaica pro- 
duce, 

Annatto Seeds.—The annatto seed is used as 
adye and is in great demgnd, judging from 
advertisements frequently appearing in Jamai- 
ca newspapers by merchant shippers and deal- 
ers in produce. About 132,000 lbs., valuing 
£1,400, is tho output of this article. Annatto 
Bay. from where I write,is probably named 
after the above. 

Logwood.—Logwood is plentiful round the 
east and north coasts of Jamaica and shipped 
in great quantities. Although quoted at £5 
per ton, the price paid for it here 18 only six- 
teen shillings per ton, the cost of felling, clear- 
ing, carting to the shipping port and freight to 
America or England bringing it up to £5 per 
ton. It is one of those things that would not 
pay a private individual to embark in unless 
he held a large contract to supply a firm who 
would send their vessels periodically for a car- 
go. The logwood dealer would then be in a 
position to purchase at the lowest rate. The 
exports of logwood are said to be about 30,000 
tons, worth about £90,000, or at £5 per ton, 
£150,000. The tree is not indigenous to Jamai- 
ca, but was introduced from Honduras bv Dr. 
Barham, and is used largely in coloring cheap 
clarets and other wines and spirits. It now 
grows wild about Port Antonio and Annatto 
Bay, from both of which shipping ports it is 
shipped. 
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Nitrate of Soda and (iuano Deposits 
of Peru. 

Guano Js only found in rainless regions, and, 
while there is said to be some on the coast of 
Mexico and in the islands of the Gulf of Cali- 
fornia. it is only along the arid deserts west of 
the Andes, where the clouds never precipitate 
moisture, that the deposit kas been a source of 
wealth. Guano is a mixture of the excrement 
of birds and seals, the decomposed bodies of 
both, andthe bones of the fishes which they 
have taken upon the land for food. Along the 
coast of Peru are to-day, as there have been for 
centuries, myriads of sea birds. The sky is 
often darkened with them, and their heavy 
shadows fall upon the ocean's surface as they 
fly from one to another of the islands upon 
which they roost and breed. These islands are 
swarming with sea lious also, and the rocky 
shores are fringed with them in multitudes be- 
yond the power of manto number. They live 
on the islands with the birds. Here both live, 
die, and decay with the other animal life they 
bring from the ocean, and the guano of com- 
merce is the filth they have left upon the rocks. 
There has never been any rain to wash it away, 
and the wind scarcely ever rises above a gentle 
breeze, 80 it has been allowed to accumulate 
for countless ages, until it is in some places 
hundreds of feet deep, dried and baked bya 
tropical sun. 

The amount of money which Peru bas made 
from ber guano deposits cannot be estimated 
any more accurately than the plunder stolen 
from the Incas. The exports have continued, 
says a correspondent writing from Lima, from 
1846 to the present day, and the annual ship- 
ments have amounted to millions of tons, 
valued between $20,000,000 and $30,000,000, and 
this to the profit of a State whose population 
has never reached 2,000,000, three-fourths of 
whom were Indians who have had no share in 
its benefits. The exhausted lands of the Old 
World required this manure to revive them, 
and their owners paid high prices for what cost 
Peru nothing. 

But even if Peru had been robbed of all her 
guano, the deposits of nitrate of soda, in the 
deserts along her southern coasts, would have 
made her rich again, but Chili bas stolen these 
also. The whole coast, from the twenty-third 
to the twenty-fifth parallel of latitude, appears 
to be one solid mass of this valuable mineral, 
fit for a hundred different uses. It was discov- 
ered in 1833 by an accident, the hero of the dis- 
covery being a forlorn old Englishman by the 
name of George Smith. There is no telling 
how much lies in these mines, but it is the 
opinion of those who bave explored the coun- 
try that at the present rate of excavation it 
will take eight or ten centuries to dig it away. 

Under the surface of driftieg sand isa crust 
of clay three to five inches thick. This crust 
covers a bed of crude nitrate from three to six 
feet deep, the limits of which have not been 
measured, \ ears ago, when its value was not 
fully recognized, private parties, mostly Eng- 
lishmen and Germans, went into the nitrate 
beds, and by the self-enacted laws which exist 
among ali mining settlements each was allowed 
his claim. Then the Government of Peru and 
Bolivia stepped in and prohibited further loca- 
tions, but not until enough had been taken up 
to supply the market for the rest of this cen- 
tury. The cost of mining isnot much greater 
than the cost of digging a ditch in ordinary 


clay, and the deposits are fifteen and twenty 
miles from the seaports. 

«he nitrate is sbipped crude to the market 
for rertillizing purposes, but there are factories 
along the coast in which the raw product is 
This purification ia 


purified fur chemical usea, 


accomplished by boiling in water. The impu- 
rities rise to the surface, and are removed by 
skimming, and the heavy nitre settles at the 
bottom of the vat and crystallizes at a certain 
degree of heat. Then the water is drawn off 
and distilled, producing the iodine of com- 
merce. 

The nitrate is shipped [in bags of 100 pounds 
each and the iodine in casks made of hard 
wood, which are protected by having hide 
covers shrunk around them, Most of the pro- 
duct goes to Europe, and but asmall propor- 
tion to the United States. The harbors of 
Iquique, Pisagua, and Antofagasta, which are 
nearest to the nitrate beds, are full of ships of 
all European nations, 

It was this product which caused the war 
between Chiliand Peru. The motive was the 
jealousy of Chili, and her desire to acquire this 
rich territory, which belonged to Bolivia and 
Peru; but the ostensible casus belli was the act 
of the Bolivian Government in imposing an 
export duty of ten cents per cwt. upon nitrate. 
At the port of Antofagasta a Chilian company 
had nitrate works, and refused to pay the ex- 
port tax. The Bolivian Government seized the 
works, and was about to sell them at auction 
when a Chilian man-of-war appeared, landed a 
force to protect the property, and the struggle 
began which ended in the seizure of all the 
Bolivian territory on the coast and the most 
southerly province of Peru.

Vegetable Tallow. 

Among tbe various samples of Borneo pro- 
duce which Captain R. D. Beeston has sent to 
Melbourne per the bark Ellen, is one of the 
vegetable tailow or vegetable wax (minyak 
tungkawaw) which is stated on good authority 
to be the best lubricant for machinery that can 
be procured, and which combines economy 
with efficiency. There is no doubt but that 
this product if properly attended to will com- 
mand a high price and be received with high 
favor inthe Australian colonies, as while it is 
as good as palm oil, its price will never run to 
anything like so high as that commodity. Cap- 
tain Beeston thinks very highly of it, and has 
particularly requested his Melbourne friends 
to have it thoroughly tested. We shall be 
happy to hear the result of the experiment.— 
North Borneo Herald. 
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Dr. Perkin on Coal Tar Colors. 

At the fifth annual meeting of the Society of 
Chemical Industry in London, on July 7, Dr. 
W. H. Perkin delivered his presidential address, 
choosing for his theme the discovery and man- 
ufacture of the coal tar colors. Hesald: Itis only 
twenty-nine years since the patent was taken 
out for mauveine, the first coal tar color. It 
proved such an enormous stimulus to the 
study of coal tar, that at one time it was feared 
in Germany that the study of chemistry asa 
science would be seriously injured, and discov- 
eries occurred go rapidly in so many branches 
of the subject that the history became ex- 
tremely complicated. Dr. Perkin on this ac- 
connt took as the basis of his address the 
groupsto which the various colors are now 
known to belong, We cannot hope to produce 
anything like an intelligible summary, so will 
simply allude to some of the topics introduced. 

When aniline mauve was first introduced, 
the demand of dyers and the public was for 
cojors that would resist light, soap, and bleach- 
ing powder. It so happened that mauve ans- 
wered these requirements, and proded to be 
the fastest purple yet introduced, It brought 
in a taste for bright colors, which allowed them 
to be more fugitive. If it had itself proved fu- 
gitive the whole history of the industry would 
have been very different. 

The importance of the dye was quickly re- 
cognized in France; it was manufactured there 
and sent to this country in defiance of patent 
rights. At first responsible agents were em-~- 
ployed, and these were proceeded against by 
law, heavy damages being obtained. There- 
upon the foreigners ceased to employ responsi- 
ble agents, and dealt directly with the con- 
sumer. It was then impossible to get any re- 
dress. The patentee bad the burden of proving 
first that the article was not made by him, 
while the dyer was probably using more or less 
of the legitimate manufacture; and, secondly, 
that it was made by the patented process, 
while all the secondary products had been re- 
moved. No assistance could be obtained trom 
the Customs, and the packages were generally 
marked **Vegetable Colors.” 

The alizariue industry is one of the most im- 
portant branches, Six thousand tons of 30 per 
cent. anthracene—the raw material—are annu- 
ally produced in this country—at least a thou- 
sand tons more than is wanted. It is separated 
from the last runnings of the tar distiller. The 
alizarine is uOw made in three factories in this 
country, and bas almost entirely destroyed the 
cultivation of madder throughout Europe, 

It ig well known that the manufacture of 
these colors is now chiefly in the hands of the 
Germans, though the greater quantity is con- 
sumed in this country. Tne reasons for this 
have been partly the patent laws, which expose 
a patentee to the competition of manufactur- 
ers of all countries except his own; partly to 
the false security of English chemical manu- 
facturers, who have considerei their promi- 
nence too safe to need further research to pre- 
serve it; partly the want of efficient men, and 
the readiness to pay such men sufficient se 
aries to tempt them into the occupation: and 

tly the want of educational facilitivs 
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Cinchona in West and South India. 


The following paragraph is from Mr. W. J. 
Kemp, and published in the Ceylon Field: 


“The cultivation of cinchona in Wynaad, 
South India, bas been attended with consider- 
able success of late, but much remains to be 
done, especially in the matter of planting those 
superior kinds, the barks of which are known 
to be superior in yield of quinine. I am in 
possession of recent advice from the estate of 
a friend of mine in Wyndad to the effect that 
the average results of twenty-one trees not 
quite six years years of age bas proved on 
chemical analysis, to be 11°31 crystallized sul- 
phate of quinine, which result, at the present 
market rate of ten pence per unit, represents 
the value of the bark at over 9s perlb. These 
trees are of the Ledgeriana species, and all in- 
formation up to date indicates a most promis- 
ng yield fur success to cultivators of cinchona 
Ledgeriana in Wynaad. Planting this valuable 
species on semi-abandoned coffee estates, or on 
exposed land, has been. and will be a failure; 
and from this reason alone C. Ledgeriana has 
acquired the reputation of being a delicate 
species; but on well sheltered and moderately 
rich virgin forest land, or even planted amongst 
coffee, it ought to be cultiveted very success- 
fully.” 

A Jamaica correspondent gives the following 
particulars as to cinchona cultivation in the 
Blue mountain district of Jamaica: 


First and foremost comes the Government 
Plantation at “Cinchona,” 150 acres in extent 
and from 5,000 to 6,000 feet above sea-level, in 
flelds of different ages and varieties of the tree; 
this has been a great success, and but for the 
low prices now ruling would have been a smal! 
mine of wealth to the Government and added 
to the public revenue. The next largest es- 
tate is that of the Portland Gap Company: then 
“Tron River,”’ Wild Wood,’’ “Moy Hall,” and 
“Cleveland,’’ owned by Mr. Marshall, an oli 
Ceylon planter. These were opened as pure 
cinchona estates; in addition most of the old 
estates have planted cinchona fields. I do not 
hear of any large extension to these proper- 
ties, so that Jamaica is not likely to add much 
to any overproduction, though the quality is 
sure to be good, and will, I trust, always yield 
paying prices. One or two of the cinchona 
proprietors, since the fallin price, bave taken 
to cultivate coffee as well. These are on the 
northern slope where there is any amount of 
available forest land suited for coffee and cin- 
chona cultivation, calculated at one time by 
Mr. Morris #8 40,000 acres; it is mostly steep, but 
the soil is splendid, and, were it only made ac- 
cessible by good roads; and were labor more 
cheap and plentiful, would no doubt soon be 
bought up und cultivated. 
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Specific vs. Ad Valorem Duties. 


The secretary of the treasury has addressed a 
circular to importers and merchants through- 
out the country, asking their advice on pro- 
posed changes in the tariff from ad valorem to 
specific duties on imported goods. Mr. Man- 
ning in his circular says: “Investigations of 
the methods of entry and appraisement of im 
ported merchandise have shown that the tariff 
laws are largely evaded by undervaluation 
wherever duties are levied ad valorem. A 
remedy sugvested for this evil is the adoption 
of specific duties. With a view of obtaining 
information on the subject, which may be use- 
ful to congress in legislation, and as an aid in 
the improvement of the customs revenue sys- 
tem, itis deemed proper to ask the advice of 
those directly interested in the various indus- 
trial arts of the country which may be affected 
by tariff legislation, and which suffer more or 
less by reason of defective methods of adminis- 
tration.” The secretary says: “You are there- 
fore requested to give your views as tothe 
possibility of simplifying the tariff and making 
the duty specific so far as applicable to import- 
ed articles, such as are made or produced in 
the United States, in which you are interested, 
or with which you are familiar, with as full in- 
formation on the subject as you may be pleased 
to submit.”” He also requests them to furnish 
aschedule showing the rates of specific duty 
which in their opinion should be levied on va- 
rious kinds and qualities of merchandise. They 
are also requested to forward such information 
as they may be ab'e to submit showing the rel- 
ative cost of manufacture of the same article 
in the United States and in Europe, particu- 
larly with regard to cost of labor, as affected 
by the rate of wages paid in different countries. 
To state how much the total cost of a given 
unit of production is increased in the United 
States over European countries, by reason of 
the differences in wages paid and rate of inter- 
est on capital employed; also to what extent 
within their knowledge of the special trade, 
with which their business is connected, the 
present laws imposing taxes on imported arti- 
cles have been evaded and how the sume can be 
corrected, whether by specific duties or other- 
wise, andto what extent the home industry 
with which they are connected has suffered 
from this cause. They are invited to give the 
fullest expression of their views on the general 
subject indicated, in such manner and form as 
they may deem best. Publicity will not be 
given to names, location or facts relating to 
the business of individuals or corporations. 
These, the secretary says, will he treated as 
private.if.so desired,

The American Oil and Gas Fields.* 


BY PROF. JAMES DEWAR, F.R,S. 
(Continued from page 10, July 29.) 

The marsh gas is the simplest member of this 
paraffine series. lt isa gas which we might say 
ig permanent, that is to say, no amount of 
pressure will liquefy it under ordinary con- 
ditions. What I want to prove is this, that the 
enormous production of marsh gas which takes 
place in all these natural gas wells cannot be 
accounted for by any supply of the liquid gas. 
In order to liquefy a gas, we not only require 
pressure, but we must be able to work below a 
certain limited temperature for cach gas. That 
limited temperature is called the “critical 
point.” It so happens, the critical point of 
marsh gas is exactly 100 deg. on the other side 
of the freezing point. In fact, we require to 
work below or just above 100 deg. below the 
freezing point of water at a high pressure, in 
order to liquefy the gas. Considering that 
these gases, which are the chief constituents of 
natural gas, come in such enormous quantities 
from depths of 1,500 to 2,000 feet, where the 
temperature has gradually gone on increasing 
with the depth, there is no possibility of ex- 
plaining thesupply by any possible liquefac- 
tion, because the temperature reached is far 
above the critical point of either gas. I hope 
to be able to show you liquid marsh gas, 
though there is of course some difficulty in 
doing itin thisroom. In order to do this we 
require to liquefy two other gases; first, car- 
bonic acid, which we inject into air, producing 
a large quantity of solid, which solid we use 
for the purpose of collecting a quantity of 
liquid ethylene. This liquid ethylene boils at a 
temperature of minus 100 deg. Into that fluid 
which will boil at 100 deg. below the freezing 
point of water we will place a glass tube, into 
which we are going to compress marsh gas to 
the extent of 50 or 60 atmospheres, and if we 
are successful, we may be able to see that it 
begins to liquefy, and even possibly I may be 
able to show you the marsh gasin a solid con- 
dition. It becomes solid at a temperature of 
nearly 200 deg. below the freezing point. There 
you observe the fluid, and on expansion the 
This is the first occasion on 
which marsh gas, in the liquid and solid form, 
bas been exhibited to an audiance, 

Here are some of the analyses of the gas, 
which have been made by the assistant at 
Mr. Carnegie’s works, near Pittsburg. As 
I have stated, both Sir Frederick Abel and 
Mr. Boverton Redwood have exhausted, re- 


cently, the petroleum question, and Mr. Car- 


neigh has exhausted the oil wells byan inter- 
esting paper, which was communicated last 
week to the Ivon and Steel Institute. How- 
ever, he was kind enough to send me these 
analyses before he published them, and I have 
had this table made from them. The wells all 
occur within a radius of about sixteen miles 
of Pittsburg, and there is evidently a clearly 
defined gas belt, which lies, apparentiy, at the 
summit of the anticlinal reach, which supplies 
petroleum, and there seems to be inexhausti- 
ble supplies of gas. 
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This diagram represents the volume of air 
required for combustion and the quantity of 
heat units produced by the various samples. 
There were something like five different pipe 
lines supplying gas to Pittsburg when I was 
there. The most interesting fact is that the 
enormous steel works of Mr. Carnegie are sup- 
plied with this gas, and you can see forty or 
fifty furnaces without any stoker, without any 
appearance of smoke, with no one evidently in 
attendance, and everything working automati- 
eally. You look at the pressure gauge, and 
you see it is recording a pressure of something 
like 75 pounds to the squareinch. Of course, 
the pressure at the well was greater; they can- 
not use all the gas, and it is passed on to the 
next works. The use of this gas to a limited 
extent, has been known since 1840, and certain 
places have used it for lighting. Accidents 
occurred, and undoubtedly it is dangerous 
from the fact that it has very little smell. It 
differs from our coal gas in that respect, and 
in this way, unless the pressure is equalized, it 
is liable to escape, and so form an explosive 
mixture. There are certain differences, which 
you see pointed out in the diagram onthe wall, 
between the coal gas and the natural gas. 


Coal gas explodes with about six volumes of 
air to one of gas, whereas six volumes or air 
does not at all produce an explosive mixture 
with this natural gas; it requires ten volumes 
of air to explode natural gas, whereas six vol- 
umes is enough for coal gas. This gas is pro- 
duced seemingly in inconceivable quantities. 
It has in many cases gone on blowing off from 
old wells for a period of ten, twelve, Bnd even 
twenty years. Some have actually produced 
thirty million cubic feet per diem. When we 
begin to talk of millions of anything, it is in- 
conceivable to the human mind, so that I will 
put it in this way, in order to show you the 
magnitude; Let us consider the enormous 
quantity of coal gas wanted in London for aur 
daily supply. If we had two of these gas wells, 
yielding 30,000,000 cubic feet, that would be 
sufficient to supply the whole ot London with 
gas; and from nine to ten wells would be suffic- 
ient to supply Ihe whole consumption of gas 
in Great Britain. Therefore, with this 
enormous storage of fuel around Pittsburg, 
which is so lavishly supplied with coal (because 
the darkness of Sheffield is really bright sun- 
shine to Pittsburg, trom the coking operations), 
it is not at all unlikely that, within a very few 
years, this coal charged atmosphere will be 
materially improved. All the more important 
worksin Pittsburg are now able to use this 
natural gas. I visited the well sunk by Mr. 
Westinghouse (the inventor of the railway 
brake), in his back garden, near Pittsburg. 


I heard a howling sound going on, which 
proceeded from the well. On applying a 
lighted sponge to the top of the projecting 
iron pipe, a huge flame of sixty feet in height 
shot up. The gas goes on blowing off at an 
extraordinary rate, yet a remarkably constant 
pressure is maintained, and I need not say 
that this enormous expansion isattended with 
considerable reduction of temperature, so that 
near the top there is an ice coating on the 
whole of the pipe During the production of 
gas one migbt use it as an admirable freezing 
machine, apart from its great power as an 
antiseptic agent. This diagram on tbe wall 
gives you some idea of the heat units yielded 
by one cubie foot of gas. and the cubic feet 
required to evaporate one pint of water. The 
cubic feet of hydrogen required is nearly 3,and 
water gas 3}4, blast furnace gas 10.38, carbonic 
oxide 3.13.and marsh gas 0.938. 

The next diagram represents the production 
of petroleum in America, which evidently 
reached a climvx for the time being in 1882, 
when it reacbed the enormous quantity of 31,- 
000,000 barrels. The only other field which 
doubtedly the remarkable field described by 
Mr. Redwood. The output of Russian petro- 
leum has reached one-third of that of the 
United States. The character of the oil 1s dif- 
ferent; it does not contain anything like the 
quantity of what you may call burning oil, but 
yields a very high class lubricating oil, and the 
higher boiling point oils, although they do not 
contain solid paraffin, contain vaseline, and are 
exceedingly useful as liquid fuel. The only 
field which may be regardod as a competitor to 
America is undoubtedly the Russian oil field. 
These two curves represent the growth of 
American petroleum and the Russian oil indus- 
try. 

Here is another diagram, on which you see 
the quantity of exports and the quantity of 
petroleum used in different countries: Ger- 
man ports, 100 million galions, England 70 mll- 
lion gallons; Belgium, 43 million gallons; 
France, 39 million gallons; Eust Indies, 31 mil- 
lion gallons; Holland, 21 million gallons; Italy, 
18 million gallons; Austria, 18 million gallons 
India, 17 million gallons; Spain, 13 million gal- 
lons.

Chemical Manufacturers in England. 


Chrome green—The raw materials used in the 
manufacture of chrome green (Guignet’s green) 
are potassium bichromate and boric acid. By 
igniting a mixture of these two salts, chromic 
oxide and potassium borate are obtained. 

The commercial boric aeid must first be pur- 
ified. For this purpose, it is dissolved in hot 
water in a copper kettle, to a lye of 4-5 deg. B.., 
and decolorized with bone black. The clear 
solution is then allowed to crystallize, in lead 
lined, wooden tanks. The mother liquor is 
used 4-5 times for dissolving fresh quantities of 
boric acid, until a lye of about 10 deg. B, is ob- 
tained; this is then evaporated to 20 deg. B. and 
crystallized. These crystals must be redissolv- 
ed in fresh water, decolorized, and recrystal- 
lized. The crystals are best dried in a centri- 
fugal. The lye must not be used more than 4-5 
times for dissolving fresh quantities of boric 
acid, otherwise the oxide will be liable to con- 
tamination with alum, which injures the qual- 
ity of the product. 

The crude materials are finely pulverized and 
carefully dried. 8 parts of boric acid and 3 
parts of potassium bichromate are then 
carefully mixed. The construction of the fur- 
nace 18 such, that the flame first passes over the 
charge, and then under the sole of the furnace, 
45 kilos of the above mixture are used for each 
charge and about four hours are required for 
completing a melt. At the end of two hours 
the charge is thoroughly worked with an iron 
crutch. The temperature of the furnace must 
not be too high during the operation, pot only 
because a less valuable product will be obtained 
but also on account of the great loss, which 
would be caused by the volatilization of the 
boric acid. A dark red heat has been found to 
give the most satisfactory results. At the 
end of four hours the furnace is emptied and 
carefully cleahed, to prevent the formation of 
crusts, anda fresh charge is immediately in- 
troduced. The burnt mass should have a 
peculiar green color,which can not be described, 
but must become familiar by experience. The 
melt should show none, or only few yellow or 
brown rust spots. These spots may be pro- 
duced by a variety of causes, especially over- 
heating, and careless cleaning of the furnace. 
The mass as it comes from the furnace isa 
mixture of potassium borate and chromic ox- 
ide,from which the former is removed by wash- 
ing. The washing takes place in hemispherical 
kettles made of sheet iron. These haveadiam- 
eter of about 1.5 m,, and for each furnace, re- 
ceiving 6 charges per diem, 15 such kettles are 
required. Ten melts from the furnace are 
placed into a kettle and covered with very hot 
water, after which the whole is thoroughly 
stirred and allowed to settle for 10 to 12 hours. 
The water obtained in the first two washings is 
preserved for the recovery of the boric acid; 
the third wash water is used as first water fora 
fresh melt. The remaining wash waters are 
collected in a large reservoir in which the par- 
ticles of chromic oxide which may have been 
carried off are allowed to sett!e, after which the 
water is run off. The complete washing re- 
quires 6 days. 

The washed coloring matter is collected on 
linen filters and drained. The mass is then 
placed in a milland ground. After grinding, 
the oxide is again thoroughly washed in copper 
lined vats. The vats are filled with ox- 
ide and water, and the latter is heated to 
boiling by the introduction of steam, the 
whole is thoroughly agitated, left to settle and 
then the clear water is drawn off. This opera 
tion is repeated 4ur 5 times in a day. After 
this washing the oxide is again placed on linen 
filters, left to drain and pressed. The mass is 
pressed in such manner that the resulting pro- 
duct will leave a residue of 33 per cent. at 100 
deg. C., and 26 per cent. on ignition. 

To make this manufacture profitable it is of 
greatest importance that the boric acid be re- 
covered. The first mentioned wash waters of 
the crude melt—the first generally at 10 deg. B. 
the second at 6 deg. B.—are united and evopor- 
ated in lead pans. Os soon as the lye reaches a 
density of 13 deg. B. it is treated in wooden 
crystallizing tanks with bydrochloric acid to 
decompose the potassium borate. Potassium 
chloride and boric acid are produced, the latter 
crystallizing out. ‘The crystals, which are 
never pure, are washed in a centrifugal, and 
dried. 

The mother lye of this first crystallization 
is evaporated until its density is 20 deg. B. 
and ig then left to crystallize in wooden 
vessels. These crystals are always strongly 
colored, and contain lead. They are dissolved 
in water in a copper kettle to a lye of 6 deg. B., 
and the solution is freed from lead by means 
of hydrogen sulphide. The lead sulphide is 
filtered off and washed with water. The solu- 
tion is evaporated and crystallized. The 
mother liquor is used 3 to 4 times. 

Notwithstanding all these precautions, there 
is aloss of nearly 35 per cent boric acid in the 
operation. There is a loss in burning, and 
during the evaporation of the various lyes, 
considerable quantities of the boric acid vola- 
tilize with the steam. 

TIN SALT, 

Tin is treated with hydrochloric acid, which 
for this purpose must be entirely free from iron, 
inasandstone trough. The sandstone is im- 
mersed for some time in hot tar before being 
used in the construction of the trough. The 
trough is 1.85 m. square. The charge consists 
of 400 kilos of tin and 875 kilos of hydrochloric 
acid of 20 degrees B. The cover of the trough 
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is provided with a valve through which the 
materials are charged and an exit pipe leading 
through the roof into the open air. 

After the trough is filled it is gently heated 
for about 12 hours. The solution which should 
then have a density of 50 deg. B., is drawn off 
into stone troughsand allowed to settle. The 
clear solution ig evaporated in a copper 
boiler covered with a brick arch, until it reach- 
es 68 deg. B. In order to prevent the destruc~ 
tion of the copper kettle by the tin solution, 
care must be taken to always have some free 
tin in the boiler. 

As soon as the solution has a density of 68 deg 
B. it is placed in shallow stone or copper dishes 
to crystallize; in the latter case the dishes must 
contain metallic tin, The crystals are dried on 
slabs of slate or in a centrifugal. The barrels 
used for transporting the salt are lined with 
paraffine paper. The tin salt is packed as tight- 
ly as possible in these barrels. 

SODIUM STANNATE. 

Ten hemispherical cast iron boilers, having a 
diameter of abuut 0.75 m. are set in masonry in 
the form of a horse shoe, and gently heated by 
a fire at one end of the series. In the center of 
each kettle is placed a tube, the lower end of 
which isin the form of a perforated funnel. 
At the end of the operation, this tube is used 
for the insertion of a cyphon to draw off the 
tin lye. Each boiler is almost filled with gran 
ulated tin, and then about six of the boilers are 
filled with soda lye of 15 deg.B. The lye is now 
run from one kettle to the other, to and fro, 
until it reaches a density ot 30 deg. B. Each 
series of 10 boilers requires the labor of one 
man. When the solution has a density of 30 
de. B. itis drawn off into an iron reservoir 
and allowed to settle, When the sodium stan- 
nate is to be shipped in liquid form, common 
salt is added to the solution until it contains 5 
per cent. tin. To prepore the solid salt, the so- 
lution is evaporated to dryness in cast iron ket- 
tles having a diameter of about 1.3 m. The resi- 
due is strongly calcined. The compound is then 
mixed with salt until fit contains 42 per cent of 


tin. 
NITRIC ACID. 


Inthe manufacture of nitric acid cast iron 
cylinders, about 075 m. in diameterand 2m in 
length set in masonry, or cast iron boilers 3 m, 
in length, 1.4 m. in width and 09 m. in depth, 
are used. The construction of these boilers is 
as follows: Where the edges of the side and end 
stone plates rest on the iron, there is placed a 
paa of linseed oil pntty. Upon these the sand- 
stone plates are placed in such manner that 
there remains a space of about ?5 mm. between 
the iron andstone. This intermediate space is 
filled with a mixture of water glass and pyro- 
lusite to a height of about10cm. To harden 
this mixture the furnace is moderately heated 
for about 12 hours, after which the whole in- 
termediate space is tightly packed witha mix- 
ture of cement and burned clay or clay and 
iron scales. The boiler is covered with two 
sand stoue plates, luted by means of linseed oil 
and clay: 

In operating with 15 such boilers, 9 laborers 
are required for day work and one at night; the 
latter has simply to watch the distillation from 
the boilers. The charge for each boiler consists 
of 250 kilos niter and 310 kilos sulphuric acid of 
60 deg. B. At the beginning of the reaction 
very little heat is applied, which is increased 
toward the end of the reaction to render the 
contents of the boiler more liquidand facilitate 
the emptying of the boiler. 

Each boiler is conn: cted with two series of 
the well known earthenware vessels. At the 
beginning of the reaction the iinpure gases are 
passec through the series at the right, until the 
second pot begins to heat,which requires about 
8344 hours. Now the current is changed and the 
gas is passed through the series on the left.unti 
near the end of the operation. As soon as the 
temperature is raised to liquefy the bisulpbate, 
theimpure gas is again passed through the 
pots on the right. In emptying the pots only 
the first six are considered (beginning from the 
boiler). On the first day 1, 2. 3and 4 are empt- 
ied, on the second 1. 2, 3and5, on the third 1, 
2,3 and 6, after which the same is repeated. 

Special care must be taken to have a good 
draft from the boiler, through the pots to 
the chimney. In case a tower with flowing 
water is used to absorb the last traces of nitric 
acid, its construction must be such as not to 
interfere with the draft. 


ARSENIC ACID. 

This acid is prepared by the action of nitric 
acid upon arsenious acid. The reaction takes 
place in stene troughs, similar to those used in 
the manufacture of tin salt. These troughs, 
however, have the fault of cracking very read- 
ily during the operation. To prevent a poison- 
ing of the ground waters by the arsenic acid, 
the troughs are placed upon a foundation built 
of brick saturated with hot tar. 

Each trough is connected with 30—40of the 
nitric acid pots about 90 cm. high and 70 cm. 
largest diameter. The connecting pipes be- 
tween the pots have a diameter of 8 cm., those 
from the trough to the first pot 10 cm. To pre- 
vent any loss of nitric acid, the last pots are 
connected with a tower. 

Each trough is charged with 65 to 70 kilos as- 
senious acid. These charges are filled in daily. 
During the same time about 10 carboys of ni- 
tric acid are used, which are, however, all 
charged at once. To induce the reaction, the 
contents of the trough are heated by steam, 
introduced through an earthernware pipe, hav- 
ing a diameter of 20 cin. 

From the first pots a nitric acid of 20—30 deg. 


B. is obtained, which is again used in the ope- 
ration. The tower is about 10 m. high, and has 
a diameter of 1.25 m. It is constructed of 10 
earthernware rings, each1 m. high. Between 
each two rings is placed an earthenware plate 
having 3—4 perforations (openings about 30 cm 
long and 18 cm. wide). On the tower is a small 
reservoir, from which water slowly trickles 
down through the tower. At the bottom of the 
tower steam is blown in. 

When the contents of the trough no longec 
decolorize indigo, the solution is drawn off 
through a leaden syphon into leaden pans, and 
is evaporated by the aid of leaden coils to 72 
deg. B. Itisthen drawnoff into asecond pan 
to clarify, after which it is filled into iron 
drums. The troughs must be cleaned aboFt 
once in 4 months; the sediment is boiled with 
steam andthe insoluble residue is burried in 
the ground.— Chem. Ltg.

The report of the experimental station also 
says: 

Many of the leading manufacturers admit 
that valuations are often extremely serviceable; 
they feel at times however that the Station’s 
price lists are too low to allow the trade its 
legitimate profits. 





To meet this criticism the New Jersey station 
now shows that its valuations are higher than 
the average prices at which dealers have been 
selling crude stock during th2 past spring. 

The phosphoric acid in dissolved bone black 
and bone ash is, as a rule, almost entirely solu- 
ble in water. Itis not liable to changes through 
reversion and consequently these suverphos- 
phates seldom fall below their guarantees. 

Mineral phosphates on the other hand contain 
considerable so-called reverted phosphoric acid. 
A difference of opinion exists asto what shall 
be understood by thisterm. In New Jersey it 
signifies combinations of phosphoric acid, in- 
syluble in water but soluble in citrate of am- 
monia solution at a temperature not exceeding 
100 deg. Fahrenheit. In many other States 156 
deg. Fahrenheit is the limit,and in extreme 
cases 212 deg. Fah. has been used. Other things 
being equal the higher the temperature the 
larger the quantity of reverted phosphoric 
acid, hence differences between chemists on 
this determination are of frequent occurence 
and seriously affect the mineral phosphate in- 
dustry. Acid phosphates reported to be above 
their guarantees in several States fall consider- 
ably below them when analyzed according to 
the law of New Jersey. This matter is now at- 
tracting considerable attention and will again 
be noticed in this bulletin. 

Potash Salts.—In the purchase of muriate of 
potash, increased caution is necessary; two 
particular noticeable cases having recently 
been observed. The very low price, $34 per 
ton, of salt guaranteed to contain 80 per cent. 
“muriate” caused a suspicion, and sample 950 
was sent tothe station for analysis. It was 
found to contain 12 12-10) per cent. only of 
actual potash, and in all probubility represent- 
ed a lot of kanite worth approximately $10 per 
ton. 

In the second case a Grange bought a quan- 
tity of ‘“‘muriate,’’ doubtless honestly guaran- 
teed by the dealer to contain 52 per cent. of 
actual potash; the analysis indicated 42 per 
cent. only cf actual potash, making this ma- 
terial worth seven dollars per ton less than re- 
presented. Later developments have shown 
that this brand is known elsewhere; sold how- 
ever under its correct guarantee of 70 per cent. 
“muriate.”” 

Agricultural chemists recognize three differ- 
ent classes of phosphates:— 

First.—Those which dissolve in water. 

Second.—Those which dissolve in neutral 
solutions of citrate of ammonia. 

Third.—Those which are insoluble in both of 
the above named fluids. 

Phosphates belonging in the first and second 
classes, are supposed to be readily assimilated 
by growing plants; to these phosphates, there- 
fore, the name “avaiiable’’ has been given. In 
the superphosphate market, available phos- 
phates only are regarded as valuable; insoluble 
phosphoric acid being ignored in al) wholesale 
transactions. 

As stated previously, the warmer the solution 
of citrate of ammonia the larger will be the 
amount of phosphoric acid which it is able to 
dissolve; this makes it absolutely necessary 
that all determinations of “available” acid 
shall be carried out at a standard temperature. 
Until within a few years, 100 deg. Fah. was 
universally admitted to be the proper limit,and 
phosphates soluble at this temperature, were 
tested agriculturally and reported to be excel- 
lent plant food. 

Now, however, it is believed that this test 
(100 deg. F.) excludes from the class “avail- 
able,” several valuable forms of phosphoric 
acid, whieh dissolve readily in solutions of 
citrate of ammonia at 150 deg. Fah. Manufac- 
turers urge that these forms deserve to be 
noticed, and most of our agricultural chemists 
therefore will this seasén adopt 150 dey. Fah. 
as their standard. 

Consumers can bowever demand of experi- 
ment stations: 

First.— That all forms of phosphoric acid, for 
the first time classified as ‘available’ under 
the 150 deg. test, shall be subjected to careful 
field trials and their agricultural values approx- 
imately determined. 

As far as known, no thorough trials of phos- 
phoral have been made,and its agricultural 
value is still undetermined. It may, however, 
be freely used in complete fertilizers without 
attracting attentyon, and if these fertilizers are 
examined at 150 deg. Fah., their phosphoric 
acid will be valued commercially on the sup- 
position that it was derived from thoroughly 
tested material. 

The mechanical condition of phosphoral is 
excellent, the supply of crude stock outof 
which it is made is very large, and the process 
ot manufacture is simple and relatively inex- 
pensive. The possibility that it may be a valu- 
able fertilizer. warrants the comparative field 
trials with it which this station has already in 
progress in nine counties of this State. There 
may be however, other little known combina- 
tions of phosphoric acid similar to phosphoral. 
It is now the duty of chemists to watch closely 
for such materials and if detected, to subject 
ubem to a thorough agricultural test, 

Second—That the schedules of official valua- 
tions shall be made to correspond with the 
change in the analytical methods. 

In the schedule of trade values published in 
this Bulletiu, phosphoric acid soluble in citrate 
of ammonia, is quoted at eight cents per 


pound. Thie price was based upon the assump- 
tion that this determination was to be made at 
100 deg. Fabrenheit; any deviation from Le 
method therefore, should be followed

There are no new features in the paint mar- 
ket and beyond the continued firmness in lead 
and the consequent unsettled condition of the 
market for all of the lead products, there is 
very little to note. An advance is expected to 
take place at an early day in white lead, but as 
yet no action has been taken looking to a 
united move by corroders. In all baanches of 
tra je the month opens with rather slack busi- 
ness. 


White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

The market for pig lead has continued its up- 
ward course On the strenzth imparted to it by 
the operations of the principal speculatcr. 
There has been but little buying by corroders 
as they are notin urgent need of stocks and 
none of them will buy except to meet actual 
necessities. The leading speculator not con- 
tent with the slow demand for consumption, 
has therefore gone into the market himself and 
by heavy purchases has run the prices up on 
himeelf to 430c which was bis last bid To-day he 
is understood to have withdrawn from the mar- 
ket and as a consequence it has drooped to 
434c, at which purchases could be made, and 
there are evidences that brokers would be glad 
to report bids even a shade under that fi.ure. 
Consumers have no confidence in the situation 
nor in the ability of the speculators to lift 
themselves over the fence by tugging at thsir 
boot straps. The St. Louis view of the situa- 
tion is expressed by Messrs. John Wahl & Co as 
follows in their circular of the Ist inst.: 
The good work still goes on and our lead mar- 
ket this week has gained additional strength 
by the chief operator putting his shoulder to 
the wheel and buying about 49 tons in the 
East at 4 15@420c and perhaps 200 tons in the 
West at 4@4 0c. This action has made holdeig 
universally shy and has practically caused at 
the close a withdrawal from the warket of the 
majority ot sellers. It is difficult to give the 
exact value of the market, but itissafe to say 
that very little lead, either chemical or refined, 
is obtainable below 4074@4 10c. Stocks in 
hands of original parties are exceedingly light 
and very little spot lead is available. 

White lead is dull at the moment, and for that 
reason no movement is made to advance values 
to correspond witb the rise in pig lead. There 
isa general expectation that values will go 
higher, andan advance of }¢c is talked of, but 
when the associat'on is likely to get around to 
making the change does not appear. In the 
meantime no pressure is exerted to make sales, 
and those who are making deliveries on con- 
tracts made 4@\¥<c below the present rates are 
not happy. Dry lead is dull, but the association 
schedule is firmly adhered to. 

Zincs are jobbing fairly but are without real 
activity inalarge way, Prices continue firm 
and we bear of about 700 bbis domestic at 34@ 
4c for prime and extra. Common grades are 
not selling very freely, but are quoted at 
384@3%c. French is in fair demand at 
55gc for Antwerp red seal, 6c for 
Paris red seal, and 734c for Paris green seal, 
with a discount of 1 per cent for cash for lots 
of 10 bbis,2 per cent for lots of 25 bbis, and 4 
per cent for lots of 50 bbls. Buyers are not 
obliged to taxe all of one brand in order to 
obtain the above discounts. The discount is 
included in brokerage Paris red seal in poppy 
oil is now offered at 8c for in drums, 8}<¢c in cases 
and green seal 9}¢c for in drums and 10c in cases 
In ton lots one-quarter of a cent per lb less— 
less than one ton net.

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Position of the Window Glass 
Workers. 

“The window glass factories will probably be 
idle three or four weeks longer than usual this 
year,” said President Cline, of the Window 
Workers’ Association, to a Pittsburg reporter 
Jast week. ‘There is considerable imperfect or 
second rat” glass in stock at the various fac- 
tories and it will take some time to get rid of 
it. Thereisagreater demand for good glass 
this year than I have ever known before.” 

“To what ‘1o you attribute the increased de- 
mand?” 

“Well, people are learning what good glass 
is. The foreign countries have for several 
years been sending their glass over here, and 
the people are now demanding the same grade 
from American manufacturers. Here in Pitts- 
burg the business bas so far improved in the 
past few years that we are now turning out as 
good glass as can be found anywhere in the 
world.” 

“How about wages this year? 
decided on yet?” 

“Yes, virtually so. All the details bave been 
arranged and everything is very satisfactory. 
The convention which closed last week was one 
of the most harmonious ever held. The wage 
committees have had perfect harmony in their 
conferences, and everything points to a brisk 
trade in the fall and winter.” 

Upon the subject of natural gas, another 
glass worker said: 

“I think that it 1s very possibie that the his- 
tory ef the Western Iron Association will b 
repeated in the glass association,” he said. 
“The glass manufacturers of Pittsburg know 
that they havea cheap fuel, something that will 
give them an advantage over every other man- 
ufacturing point in the world, and one that so 
far as appears at present cannot be overcome. 
In the face of that, it is not likely that they are 
going to hold back and work in the same class 
as the others,isit now? The end of it must 
come shortly in the break, and just you bear 
that in mind. Asan illustration of how the de- 
mand upon them the past year has led ali pre- 
vious experience, it is a fact that the stock 
of glass on hand in this city on the Ist of Jure, 
1885, was at least 2,000,000 pounds less than on 
the same day the previous year.”

TUESDAY EVENING, Aug 4, 1885, 

Linseed oil is quoted steady at 48@49c by city 
crushers, with 47c as an exceptional figure for 
large lots. The movement is in a small way 
but moderately large in theaggregate and com- 
pares favorably with this time last year. There 
is more desire to sell Western oil. Bids are so- 
licited on this market with offers to sell 
at 4444c, but it is intimated that 4ic will 
buy immediate or forward delivery. The 
feeling is weak owing to the liberal 
stocks of vil said to be held by Western houses, 
and the large crop of seed about to be har- 
vested. The demand is limited to jobbing 
quantities, which realize 46@47c from store. 

Crude cottonseed oil has been offering more 
liberally on this market,but the quality was not 
prime. Several lots of dark colored oil have 
changed hands at low prices. An anxiety to 
realize on the part of a holder, caused one lot 
reaching nearly 100 bbis to be sacrificed on 
private terms, said to have been at 27}¢c fora 
fair grade of oil. We have an offer of 100 bbis 
at28kgc. Holdersof prime are not relinquishing 
stocks under 34@35cinajobbing way. The mar- 
ket value for prime in large quantities is 32@ 
@338c, but there isa total lack of demand ex- 
cept in lots of few bbls, when full prices are 
realized. Some inquiry is to be noted for soap 
stock at 13%c. The article is scarce on this 
market and held at 1%c. Several large con- 
tracts could have been placed during the week 
at 1c, but the article was not available. Tank 
bottoms are also in request and scarce; very 
little has been coming from the primary mar- 
kets and as soap stock supplies are marketed as 
soon as possible in the South, there is said to be 
little if any to be had at the mills. The 
seed crop prospects are excellent and crushers 
are encouraged by the good prospects of get- 
ting sufficient seed to meet their wants without 
having to pay exorbitant figures in outbidding 
each other. The seedmen are very quiet. The 
southern markets are inactive with values 
nominal. 

The market for prime summer yellow is 
easier and quotably lower, with more offerings 
to sell at the decline. Holders have not exerted 
themselves tosupport the market. Demands 
are so light that every effort is made by sellers 
to meet the wants of the home trade at lower 
figures than stock is offered at by competitors. 
Supplies on doek have mostly changed hands 
at 37}¢c and it is reported that 37c was accepted 
in some instances. This figure it is believed 
would not be declined for some prime stock 
on the market, although it has not been enter- 
tained in one instance where a lot of 100 bbls 
was wanted. We have sales of #50 bbis from 
dock and store at 37}4@38c, and 60 bbls summer 
white at 40c. The latter is offered 
to arrive at same figure, At 
the close the market was barely steady at 
B%@s8ce. Receipts of oil for the week only 
amounted to 533 bbis and seed 18 bags. Dealers 
are not giving much attention to business 
during the present warm spell. The attendance 
on ’Change is limited to a few. No prices are 
named at the primary markets, values being 
nominal. The opinion is growing here that 
large stocks are held in the South; but offer- 
ings are not forced. Supplies will come in good 
stead should a seed war ensue.

Animal and Fish Olls. 

The lard oil market is in the same position as 
this time last week, prime city being quoted at 
51@52c. In the latter part of the week 52c was 
quoted as the inside figure to the home trade, 
but a weaker feeling in the lard market on 
Monday influenced lard oil values, and the 
movement has since been at 5lc, with sales of 
250 bbls for export at that. The market closes 
about steady for all grades. Very little Western 
oil is offering. 

Crude sperm oil issteady at the closing quo- 
tation of last week. Holders are not inclined 
to entertain 75c, which is the limit of buyers, 
and the latter are not anxious to do business 
on that basis, believing that other arrivals will 
turn the market in their favor.

The only sales 
were 375 bbls at 76c for domestic use and 40 bbis 
at %5c. The stock at New Bedford has been in- 
creased to 13.540 bbls by the additition of 540 
bbls’ Refined sperm oil is lower; ull the grades 
have declined 2@3c. 

Crude whale oil is not considered low enough 
for exporters to go into the market for large 
amounts, while holders are not soliciting busi- 
ness at the present limit of 43c at which price 
190 bbls northern oil changed hands in New 
Bedford for manufacture. At New London,a 
sale of 400 bbls elephant oil was made on pri- 
vate terms. The receipts during the week 
were 400 bbls, and the stock at New Bedford is 
placed at 9,215 bbls. The refined market is 
about steady at previous quotations. 

Whalebone is without change, but no busi- 
ness ig reported. Stocks have been increased 
by the arrival of 800 lbs, making the total 
stock 39,500 Ibs. 

The crude menhaden oil market is ina pecu- 
liar position. It is difficult to obtain the cor- 
rect results of work at the fishing grounds. 
Contradictory reports are in circulation, and 
the trade is atsea about the actual opera- 
tions. It is stated that two factories have 
been closed in the promisea land on 
account of the small catch of fish and limited 
yield of oil. Information from Long Island 
Sound is very encouraging on the one hand 
and just the reverse from other parties. It is 
claimed that the fish are caught at such a long 
distance from shore that the oil product is in- 
ferior. Buyers are disposed to look upon the 
unfavorable reports as an attempt to advance 
prices. The demand continues insignificant 
and a demoralized feeling exists. An as- 
sorted lot of 175 bbls was torced on the market 
during the week and changed hands privately 
on dock, but it is known that the average prices 
realized were below previous quotations. 
Another lot of 80 bbls choice light Northern 
oil realized the owner about 27c, There are no 
immediate offeringsand the wants of buyers 
have to be made known to bring about busi- 
ness. This feature is the strongest point of 
the market. Prime merchantable is obtainable 
at 26c and choice at 2%. which ig the 
same range as this time last week. Bus- 
iness is solicited from exporters at 250 but 
their views are not above 2c. The 
yield of oil from fish caught last 
week is said to average 4 to 5 gallons per 1000 
fish. The refined market is lower and dull,

The movement of mineral oils is confined to 
small lots for the home trade. The foreign 
orders now being filled are On contract. Buyers 
are not inclined to have much faith in present 
ruling prices, and place their orders according- 
ly. They look for lower values, but receive no 
encouragement from manufacturers, who are 
maintaining steady prices for all grades. In 
exceptional instances a large quantity of 
oil is released under our quctations, but the 
importance of the transaction would justify 
some concession. We have heard of no inti- 
mation that values would be changed, and 
while the good position of the market would 
give cause for an advance, it is feared that 
sharp competition and large stocks will 
prevent any improvement in the immediate 
future. A fire on Sunday in Baltimore de- 
stroyed the paraffine works of Hunt & Brady, 
causing a damage of about $3,900, which is 
nearly covered by insurance. The stock of oil 
destroyed was valued at $3,500, fully insured. 

Paraffine oils command usual prices and sa'es 
are-being made in a round way at 104@lic for 
25 gravity. Efforts to buy one or twu hundred 
bbis at 10c have not been successful. Stocks in 
some hands are light, but ample in other quar- 
ters. In 28 gravity there is a quiet movementat 
8c. Quite a demand is to be noted for the fancy 
grades of paraffine oils for engine lubricants, 
We have some business in 2! gravity at 22c and 
23 gravity at 15@18c. 

Neutral filtered oils command usual prices, 
and in comparison with acid tre ated, are 
cheaper relatively than the lower grades which 
sell at 13@)8c, according to gravity. The mar- 
ket istame and uninteresting. The low price 
of lard oil is said to have interfered with the 
sale of neutral oils, but manufacturers are not 
finding any difference in the size of the move- 
ment on that account. Wool grades of 32 
gravity are steady at 2c. A steady feeling pre- 
vails. Consumptive wants are being filled in a 
small way, but the aggregate amounts to re- 
spectable proportions, 

Cylinder stocks are steady in price. Light 
filtered is moving at 18@25c for 600 test, accord- 
ing to quality.

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PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY EVENING, Aug, 4, 1885 

The production of the great oil fields is 
steadily declining. The production for June is 
estimated at 58,294 barrels. For July the out- 
put was considerably less. 

The report of July operations in the field was 
bullish as regards wells completed and produc- 
tion, but bearish as regards the future. 

On the edges of all the great oil pools are 
scattered over one hundred wildcats. Many of 
these wells will be finished this month, It is 
probable that two-thirds of the ventures will be 
beggarly small or entire failures. 

Here and there the prospector may strike a 
vein of oil. Whether he will tap a new pool or 
not isa conundrum which time alone can an- 
wer. 

The chances are that no new and promising 
fields will be developed in Pennsylvania this 
summer. In Butler county, the indefatigable 
Phillips Bros. are drilling for an annex to the 
Thorn Creek pool. As for Thorn Creek, it is as 
quiet as a village churchyard. 

Thorn Creek is on its last legs, Allegany is 
dead, Warren county has faded away, Macks- 
burg has fully matured, and Bradford, the 
greatest and most lasting of all black sand pools 
is on the decline. 

The bears have only the wildcats to feed 
upon. These disposed of the market will fairly 
climb sky wards. 

The situation abroad is cheering to th< ex- 
porter. The stocks at the continental ports 
have diminished greatly in recent years and are 
ata lower ebb than they have been for years. 
Consumption is constantly on the iacrease, 
Hamburg leads all the continental ports as a 
consumer and dealer in American petroleum. 

The exports of petroleum during the balance 
of the year to German ports will probably be 
large. The Russian article does not seem to 
cut down the demand in the leasi for the Am- 
erican product. 

In Pennsylvania the only district of any ac- 
countis Cogley Run. Yesterday the excite- 
ment was augmented by the completion of the 
Fertig & Henne test. The well, which is situ- 
ated to the extreme northwest, is rated at 250 
to 300 barrels per day and opens new territory 
mostly controlled by the firm owning the new 
gusher, which is the largest well yet struck in 
?he field. Patterson & Leedom have just com- 
pleted a wellinthe same section rated at 150 
barrels. 

Reports from St. Joe say that the 100 barrel 
well reported from that district isdoing forty 
barrels per day. It is owned by McGuire & Co. 
and widens the narrow belt a few rods, 


One of the numerous wildcats drilling in 
Clarion county has reached the vital spot. This 
morning the oil sand was pierced at the Beale’s 
well, one-half mile southwest of the Cogley 
Run developments. Aftertwo bits were run 
the hole filled up 200 feet with oil and is show- 
ing for a fifteen-barrel well. It is in a new 
section of the field and may possibly open a 
new stretch of territory. 

Curley McBride, one of the best known 
operators in the region, wires that the Beales 
will never be better than a ten-barrel well. It 
was the news from this venture which demoral- 
ized to- day’s market. 

Nothing new has been developed at the 
Thayer well at Washington, Pa. They are stil 
drilling in sand, some of which was like the 
sand found in the Gantz well. They had little 
gas above this sand. The well shows no signs 
of filling up and no indications of oil, except 
that thrown out by the patent blower. Steam 
connections have been made from the casing 
head to the boiler, and when the tools are 
pulled some oil is thrown in and makes a spray 
of oil and steam above the derrick-roof but 
stops as soon as the tools come out of the hole 
and refuses to flow while bailing. They 
are probably twenty feet in the sand. 


Broker Patterson bought in all the cash oil 
he could handle on Wednesday. He wanted it 
for his customers. This fact saved the mar- 
ket which from the opening had a tendency to 
gravitate downwards. After opening at 99c, 
the market sold down to 985gc and then ad- 
vanced, closing strong at 993¢c bid at New 
York, Oil City and Pittsburg, and 99!4c at 
Bradford.

DRUG REPORTER. 
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Pennsylvania Geological Survey. 


Charles A. Ashburner, geologist in charge of 
the Second Geological Survey of the State of 
Pennsylvania, together with Mr. E. V. de’Inve- 
leirs and J. T. Carll, visited the oil and coal 
countries last week. The State Legislature last 
winter made a special appropriation to have an 
extended survey of the oil and gas region made 
Mr. Carll has charge of the oil and gas survey. 
He has been engaged in the work for several 
years, and has published several books, all of 
which have, on account of the brevity of the 
appropriation, been too late to be of benefit in 
the current year, but he hopes to get out bis 
volume in January of next year containing the 
results of his researches this year. 

“Gas,” said Mr. Carll, in an interview, “is a 
subject none of us know much about. We are 
watching its development with interest, and 
fishing, as it were, for information. That is the 
best we can do. The best guesses made con- 
cerning the origin of gas are that it is the de- 
composition of deposits of the sea weeds and 
sea grasses. My opinion is that it will not last 
long at any one place, and that we may expect 
to see wells a hundred miles distant take the 
place of those at home, because of the exhaust- 
ion of the latter. Oil fields rise and fall, you 
know, ina few years. The gas fields will live 
faster and die sooner. I have seen wells spring 
up with 570 pounds pressure to the square inch, 
and in a few weeks fall to comparatively noth- 
ing, all of which leads me to the belief that gas 
in any one district will be a transient affsir. 
But the subject is too new, as 1 said, for opin- 
ions to be worth very much. My study of them, 
beside requiring a careful report of each new 
well, and all the wells, includes a watchful eye 
over the stratification of the earth drilled 
through and a comparison of them in the case 
of every well.” 

The geological survey being made by the 
engineers named is under the direction of J. P. 
Leslie, State Geologist.

The Oil Report for July. 


The July oil report is bullish in results, but 
bearish in promises. It shows that 217 wells 
were completed in the oil regions of Western 
Pennsylvania and New York, with a daily pro- 
duction of 2,244 barrels. Thirty-seven dry holes 
were drilled. Compared with the June report 
these figures show a decline of 22 in the number 
of wells completed and a decrease of 342 barrels 
in the amount of new production. So much 
for the results. Now for the promises. 

The report shows that to-day there are 166 
rigs building and 228 wells drilling in the oil 
country. The seat of increased activity is in 
Allegany, where the producer has discovered 
a considerable stretch of five and ten barrel 
territory around Clarksville. In Tioga scores 
of wells are going down, some of them two 
miles ahead of operations, and threaten addi- 
tions to the present extent of territory. In 
Cogley Run, in Clarion county, the drill is very 
active and the production of that district ig 
being steadily increased. It now amounts to 
2,000 barrels a day. 

In Kinzua a 130-barrel well was struck dur- 
ing the month and this has given impetus to 
operations in that quarter. In Butler county 
the Phillips Bros , who Cpened up Thorn Creek, 
are searching for another oil pool, and belieye 
they can find one in that locality. In fact from 
New York State away into Ohio the oil man is 
at work hunting for new territory, and at any 
time we are likely to hear of discoveries.

Second Crop Oil Territory in Demand. 


There has never been as many inquiries for 
second crop territory in the Bradford oil field 
for years as there has been since the advent of 
dollar oil. Operators, says the Bradford Era, 
are constantly in search of locations for some 
old or unemployed machinery. They want to 
do something toward sustaining production 
and the drilling of new wells in the old terri- 
tory is the first thought that suggests itself to- 
ward perfecting their fleld work or sustaining 
production. They are also administering im- 
mense doses of nitroglycerine. Production is 
declining and they hope to check or sustain it 
by alopathic doses of the strongest explosive 
compounds. Ail this activity commendable 


enough perhaps so far as individual and cor- 
porate operators are concerned, but experience 


tells us it will not accomplish the purpose for 


which it is intended. The northern oil field has 
long since gone by the point where big shots or 
drilling second crop territory will permanently 
increase production. 

No restoratives, emetics or center bits can 
bring it back to its pristine glory. No amount 
of new work in this section can terrorize those 
who are familiar with the true inwardness of 
the oil business. Nor can it affect our monthly 
statements so far as they now relate to our im- 
provement in the general oil situation. But 
such discouraging features are only the fore- 
runner of what we reasonably have or ought 
to expect with nolarger or dangerous field 
thrust upon us. In such an event dollar oil 
would be a small price for our goods. Wecould 
obtain more money from our small wells than 
we did when production was a hundred thous- 
and barrels a day, our income larger and the 
producer would then realize the profits on his 


ceaseless toil.

Another Reported Oil Strike Near 


Pittsburg. 


Oil was struck last week in the well of Mc- 
Farland Bros., on the William Adams farm, in 
the Montour Valley, only fourteen miles from 
Pittsburg. The well was down 1,800 feet when 
the first flow was started. There was a good 
flow of gas struck also. The well has been 
made a mystery. If it develops iuto a pay- 
ing one it opens up a field with great possibili- 
ties. It is situated about six miles southwest 
of the Shousetown well and eleven miles from 
Mount Nebo. The three wells lie in a straight 
line, which continued would pass very near the 
Washington County gas territory. Six thous- 
and acres around the new well have been leased 
by the same firm which owns the wells. The 
territory will be of great size,as the nearest 
wells are the Shousetown and the wells near 
Hickory, Washington County. The McFarland

Petroleum Stocks at the Continental 
Ports. 


From the following compilation of 8S. B. 
Guttentag’s circular for the past five years, it 
will be seen, that the total imports, of the last 
five years have increased about 600,000 barrels,as 
compared with 1880, and that this increase is 
almost completely credited to Hamburg. The 
total export nas also been augmented by about 
the same quantity, and of this about 540,0U0 
barrels are exported from Hamburg. In other 
places, with the exception of Antwerp, there 
wasa pretty uniform increase of about 20—25 
percent. Antwerp shows an increase of about 
50 per cent, which was lost by Bremen in its 
imports and exports. Dantzic shows an analo- 
gous condition. Notwithstanding the above 
increase, the stocks, both afloat and discharg- 
ing, have diminished in recent years, showing 
that the present figures a:e about the same as 
on July 1, 1881, so that the increased consump- 
tion of the current year, according to the fol- 
lowing table, will necessitate considerable 
imports from America. The same is probably 
true for London, while at Trieste, principally 
on account of the competition of Fiume, trade 
has gone backward. Until now, the competi- 
tion of Russian petroleum, as will be seen bya 
glance at the following table, is hardly of any 
account, in the ports which furnish reports.

A Grand Illumination by Gas. 


The people of Lawrenceville, Pa., enjoyed a 
grand illumination last week from the lighting 
of the natural gas escape pipes at the foot of 
Thirty-sixth street. The structure there erected 
by Mr. Westinghouse consists of four huge 
pipes, joined together by girders and ornament- 
al iron work so that they form a square, the 
pipes being six feet apart. They are about 125 
feet high and gaily painted. A full pressure of 
gas was drawn from the Murrayville and Ta- 
rentum mains and turned into this lofty struc- 
ture at a gauge of 175 pounds to the square 
inch. A little candle was hoisted ona rope to 
the top and with a mighty roar the gas ignited, 
Then the volume of flame from each of the 
four pipes united and leaped to an altitude of 
200 feet in the air in one massive column of fire 
six feet thick. People in dwelling houses two 
miles away were able to read newspapers in 
their yards and at their windows by the light 
of the flames. 1ts roard could be heard over a 
mile. So intense was the illumination for six 
squares around the pipes that it was as light as 
day. Boys took up an unfinished ball game and 
played four innings before the gas was turned

“The metal called s.dium is used in the pro- 
duction of aluminum. and it is very expensive 
Numberless methods have been tried, «nd 
hundreds of chemists all over the world are de- 
voting their lives to the task of finding a cheap 
way of producing aluminum. The man who 
succeeds will be more fortunste than though 
he had found the philosopher’s stone. Who- 
ever can produce aluminum at $1 a pound will 
make a fortune, while a man who can make it 
for 25centsa pound can buy out the RKoth- 
schilds ina day.” 

“What is the cost of alumiuum now?” 

“The raw materials for making it are not 
worth $20a ton. That is $20 for enough to 
produceaton of the metal. But a ton of 
aluminum, perfectly manufactured, is worth 
at least $20,000." 

“What are the valuable properties of alum- 
inum and to what use can it be applied.” 


“It can take the place of almost every other 
metal in the world,” said he, “and very largely 
that of woodalso. In the first place it is very 
strong. Its tensile strength is more than three 
tonsto the square inch greater than that of 
the best Bessemer steel. In fact, it is by far 
the strongest metal known. A cannon made 
ofit would be three times as strong as one 
made ofsteel or gun metal. It is very stiff or 
rigid, too—three times as rigid as the best of 
bronze. Another important thing is that it 
will not tarnish. Neither air, nor water, nor 
galt, nor acids, nor corrosive gases, have the 
slightest effect uponit. Neither does intense 
heat change its color. It is the best conductor 
of heat known in the world, also of electricity. 
It would make the best telegraph wires in the 
world, having twice the conducting power of 
copper with only a third of its weight, 
and lasting practically forever. It is 
very ductile, and can be drawn into wire 
more easily than almost any other metal 
Moreover, it is easily worked, either cold or 
hot. It is suitable for anything that iron or 
steel or copper or brass or bronze or gold or 
silver is used for, from the wheels of a watch 
to a monster steam engine.” 


“How does it compare in weight with other 
metals?” 

“It is by far the lightest; lighter, indeed, than 
many bard woods. It is little more than one- 
third the weight of cast iron. To be exact,a 
cubic foot of aluminum weighs only 166 
pounds. The same sized block of cast iron 
weighs about 451 pounds; of wrought iron, 487 
pounds; of copper, 55444 pounds; of lead, 709 
pounds; of brass, 528 pounds; and of gold about 
1,200 pounds. In brief, it is the lightest, easiest 
worked, strongest, most durable, and generally 
most valuable of all metals, and the man who 
invents and patents a method of making it 
cheaply will revolutionize industry, and be- 
come the richest man in the world.”’

The Chicago flaxseed market is not material- 
ly changed. An active demand for September 
delivery has been supplied at $1 22, with other 
orders at $1 2144, and for delivery this year at 
$119. August has brought $1 224, and the first 
car of new seed sold for $123 per bushel. 
July receipts were 36,500 bush., against 68,000 
bush, for previous month, while the shipments 
were 24,800 busb., against 56,000 for same time. 


The spot price for Calcutta seed is $170. The 
stock of Calcutta seed on this market is 12,500 
bags, and of Bombay 7,500 bags, with none in 
Boston. Deliveries during July were 111,262 
bags, against 89,844 bags same time last year. 
The deliveries since January 1 in New York 
and Boston, according to Crocker’s circular, 
have only becn 374,239 bags, against 638,975 bags 
game period in 1884. The total amount of seed 
on the way to the United States by mail and 
cable to date is 124,201 bags, with no sailings for 
August. There has been a good demand for 
spot and near seed in London, owing chiefly to 


an advance in the price of oil, and 41s to 41s 3d 
has been rather freely paid for Calcutta arrived 
and shortly due; a considerable business has 
also been done in this description for arrival at 
é1s to 41s 6d via Canal, and at 418 6d to 42s via 
Cape, shipment up to September. 


Menhaden Fish Scrap. 

Reports from the fishing grounds are con- 
flicting and unreliable. Most of them are in- 
tended to influence prices upward. The market 
for dried fish scrap is quoted at $24@25 per ton 
at northern factory, but it is understood that 
some holders would not decline $23 50. Most of 
the inquiries are for fall delivery, and bids of 
$23 50 have been made without resulting in busi- 
ness. Holders are not naming a figure for fu- 
ture delivery. Contracts for 600 tons during 
season on private terms, are reported.

The stea’y current of jobbing orders main- 
taios a fair volume of business for this period 
of the season, and the market is without im- 
portant change in valnes. There isnot much 
speculative business doing in any line, al- 
though there has been an effort to work up 
some speculation in quinine, but this is without 
much success. Collectionsare fair, though not 
altogether satisfactorily prompt. The principal 
changes in prices are as follows: 

ADVANCED. 
Arabics, 
Canary seed, 
German quinine. 

Opium. 

There is very little demand for opium either 
in jobbing parcels or in the way of case lots. 
The trade restrict their purchases to current 
necessities and are deterred from anticipating 
future requirements, by the uncertainties 
which attach to the foreign situation. The 
crop is certain to bea large one and there is 
nothing in the outlook to invite confidence. 
Sules of single cases are reported as high as 
$3 40 for prime but this price is shaded down 
to $325 as to quantity and test,and some 
stock might be picked up as low as 
$32). We get 10 cases in single cases reported 
at $3 30@3 40. aud 6 cases in broken lots at $3 35 
@3 45, as to quantity. In bond the price is 
irregular, and while $2 20 might be shaded. that 
is the lowest at which we have anything offered. 
What a plump offer of less might bring, it is 
difficult tosay. Powdered is jobbing slowly at 
$4 55@4 60. 

Morphine is still unchanged, and though 
raiher easy in tone in consequence of the weak- 


ness in opium, there is no quotable alteration 
either in dmestic or foreign.

There has been a strong effort made during 
the week to force up the price of quinine, but 
it has not been successful. Theadvancec prices 
obtained for bark at the last two sales and the 
stronger tone of the foreign market for quin- 
ine led to an advance here by B& 8 on Thurs- 
day, when their price was raised to 70 cents for 
bulk. This placed them two cents above all 
the domestic brands,but their example was fol- 


lowed by all the other foeign agents. 
Most of the German brands are pro- 
curable from secund hands at  67ke 


and the domestic makes are all quoted at 68c. 
Asa result, the business doing is chiefly in the 
latter, and the manufacturers are forced to 
limit their sules to what they regard as legiti- 
mate orders, not filling speculative quantities, 
There are rumors that speculative sales of 
foreign have been made at 0c to arrive, but it 
is not believed that any considerabie quantity 
has been placed, when domestic is quoted at 
68c with no apparent prospect ofa rise and Ger- 
man makes on the spot can be had at 67}¢e. 
There were reports of large speculative sales 
last week but they are generally believed to 
have been ‘‘wash’’ transactions made for the 
purpose of intluencing the market. It will be 
seen that there is a general feeling of distrust 
as to the future and it is not believed that the 
domestic price will be advanced especially as 
the German makers are known to have stocked 
up the interior trade pretty well at previous 
prices, and the large quantities bought abroad 
at about 65c will soon be arriving here and 
seeking a market.

Hops—There is no improvement to demand 
and the feeling is generally dull. The Water- 
ville Times of July 81st, says: “No life isexhib- 
ited here in hop?, and unless something in the 
way of ascare comes up nothing but a dull, 
drooping market can be expected tillthe buy- 
ing of the new crop begins. 

Oil cod liver is quiet still, but the market re- 
mains firmand is no doubt sustained largely 
by the reports from abroad of there being an 
advance anticipated there. 

Insect powder continues to meet with the 
same steady jobbing demand. Dealers ask 
froin 26@Wec, although there is some talk of 
higher prices on account of the reported scarce 
yield of the 85 crop. The same report states 
that the ’84 flowers are almost entirely disposed 
of and hence assure an advance. On the other 
hand, we are informed that thers is no founda- 
tion for such a report, and lower priccs are 
predicted, 

Soap Castile—There has been more life to the 
demand lately for this article and we note the 
sale to arrive of 200 boxes Conti and mottled 
at 10%c and 6c. 

We also get the sale of 5 bbls of o1] sesame at 
75e per gallon. 

Menthol is still drooping and vain efforts are 
being made by some holders to obtain prices 
of days gone by; $8 50@9 00 is the nominal 
price, but should any one maxe known his 
desire to purchase even a few Ibs, he would no 
doubt be able to obtain for much less. 


Citric acid has advanced since our last. Man- 
ufacturers are selling limited quantities only 
aside from filling contracts, and have advanced 
their price from 48@49c to 50@5lc and no gales 
are reported during the last of the week at less 
than 5lc. The only speculative movement of 
note noised around the market is that a certain 
house here has bought up all it could purchase 
at 50c. The advance is attributed to the short 
supply. 

Codea alkaloid.—The large export demand 
for this article is perhaps the true cause of its 
dearth in thismarket. We are informed that a 
large portion of that exported has been ab- 
sorbed by an English manufacturer of a 
lozenge which is to be placed on the market 
during the next few months. The American 
alkaloid is selling at $1 25 per dram and all sales 
are in proportion to supplies from manufac- 
turers who are still unable to keep pace with 
the demand. City physicians prescribe it freely 
as an ingredient in cough syrups and in many 
other ways substitute it for morphine. 


Japan wax has been attracting more or less 
attention during the past few days since the 
arrival of advices from abroad which report 
that the continued wet weather has interfered 
with the bleaching, this together with a short 
supply bas advanced the price in Japan to 
$17 25@17 50 per picul. We know of one lot of 
100 cases on the way at the moment. Dealers 
here are asking 18c. 

Quicksilver is in moderate jobbing request 
and sales are reported at 4lc, but 39c finds sup- 
plies. The San Francisco Commercial Herald of 
the 23d inst says: Quicksilver—There is no life to 
the market; price $29@30 per flask. London 
price £6. Exports since our last, none.

Says acorrespondent of the London Chemist 
and Druggist, writing from Melbourne, Vic- 
toria: “An unusually large number of repre- 
sentatives of English and American drug firms 
have lately visited us. The experiences of one 
of these gentlemen have not been of a pleasurs- 
ble nature, for on his arrival he found he had 
been personated. Mr. W. Shepperson, the rep- 
resentative of Messrs. Burroughs, Wellcome & 
Co., the gentleman referred to, on discovering 
that his letters and invoices for over £2,000 of 
goods had been obtained from the post office, 
at once placed the matter in the hands of the 
police, who arrested a person named Henry 
Shepperson for fraudulently obtaining the let- 
ters, and endeavoring to negotiate the securi- 
ties with Messrs. Felton, Grimwade & Co. and 
other firms. A preliminary examination was 
held a few days ago at the police court, and the 
case was remanded. Mr. Shepperson has been 
put to a great deal of inconvenience by the loss 
of his advices.”’ 





Nux Vomica. 


The director of the Royal Botanic Grounds, 
in his annual report which we have just re- 
ceived, says: The export of these seeds from 
Indian ports, especially from Madras, has long 
been an important one, but I am not aware 
that any are sent from Ceylon. Yet Strychnos 
nux vomica, the “Goda-kaduru” of the Sinhal- 
ese, is a common enough little tree in the drier 
parts of the island. The seeds are the princi- 
pal source of the very poisonous but valuable 
tonic alkaloids strychnine and brucine. The 
publication of an interesting paper ty Messrs. 
Dunstan and Short in the Pharmaceutical 
Journal (reprinted in Tropical Agrwulturist, 
November, 1884,) calls attention to this as a 
Ceylon product, being based on a series of 
specimens sent from Hambantota by Dr. 
Ondaatjie, district medical officer of Galle. 
The researches of these chemists show that the 
Ceylon seeds are remarkable for their very 
high percentage of alkaloids, every specimen 
examined containing a much greater propor- 
tion than the richest known Indian examples. 
The bright orange fruit contains usually from 
two io four seeds, but they have as many as 
nine, which are of different sizes in the same 
fruit; these investigations show that the larger 
the seeds, the greater the percentage of total 


alkaloids. 
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Coca and Cocaine, 


Recent arrivals of coca in the New York 
market, says Dr. E. R. Squibb, have been fre- 
quent, many of the lots large and the quality 
generally good. Several assays of different lots 
gave proportions of alkaloid varying between 
.88 and .55 per cent., four shipments at least 
yielding the latter high proportion. There be- 
ing 7,000 grainsin an avoirdupois pound, multi- 
plying the percentage yield by 70 will give the 
number of grains to the pound of coca, thus 
38x70— 26.60 grains to the pound. Some of the 
alkaloid is lost throgh imperfections in the pro- 
cesses as yet employed. A coca which yields 
38.5 grains of alkaloid per pound should, ac- 
cording to Gmelin’s Handbook, yield 43.36 
grains of the hydrochloride; he says that not 
over 83 grains per pound has yet been reached 
by him, and this not as a general average. He 
thinks the quality of coca on the market as 
good as can be expected. Prices have declined 
and arrivals multiplied. On June 19 alot of 
good quality was sold at auction at 52 to 55 
cents. Assuming that good coca, giving an 
available yield of hydrochloride of 33 grains to 
the pound, can be bought at 50 cents per pound, 
and estimating the cost of extraction to be $1.20 
per pound of coca, the cost would be $1.70 for 
38 grains of cocaine hydrochloride, or but little 
over five cents per grain, the vial, label and 
overweight in putting up probably bringing 
the cost up to six cents per grain, or a little 
more. Ten cents a grain is, he thinks, as low a 
price as the salt should reach,so long as the 
heavy tax remains op alcoholand ether, and no 
less expensive solvents are applied.

The Decline in Patent Medicine 
Values. 


“Within the past three or -four years the 
price of patent medicines has steadily declined, 
and fortunes are not made so rapidly as for- 
merly out of pills and bitters,’ said a Philadel- 
phia druggist last week. 7 

“This cutting in rates began in Philadelphia 
and has gradually extended ail over the coun- 
try. On some medicines the cut was as high 
as 50 per cent., and the reduction on all patent 
medicines will average over 25 per cent. For- 
merly a good patent medicine that was proper- 
ly handled and liberally advertised would make 
a fortune for its proprietor in a few years. 
Remedies warranted to cure all the ills that 
flesh is heir to,and greedily purchased by a 
credulous public, sold readily at retail at $1 
bottle and cost little to manufacture. They 
can now be bought for 50 cents und the bottom 
price has not yet been reached. 

“There js no longer any money in patent 
medicines, either for us or the manufacturers. 
Prices have been cut so that the margin of 
profit hardly pays us for handling them, and 
the proprietors complain that the reduction 
has affected their business also. They claim 
that their medicines cost to manufacture and 
put on the market nearly what they are 
obliged to sell for to the jobbers. There has 
been a great revolution in tha patent medicine 
business,and no one can tell where it will end.”

The Prices of Dispensing Pharma- 
cists. 

Dr. E. R. Squibb in the July number of his 
Ephemeris, gives some figures which show why 
dispensing pharmacists must have larger profits 
than either the manufacturer or wholesale 
druggist. We make the following abstract 
from what he says :— 

“A moderate dispensing store may be esti- 
mated at a rental of $300 to $400 a year, say $la 
day. The furniture and stock of such a store 
would cost say $4,000. Interest on cost of this 
at 5 per cent, say 60 cents per day. Lights, 
fuel, water, insurance and taxes, say 70 cents 
per day. Wearand tear, breakage and repairs 
needed to keep the furniture and fixtures up to 
their value, say 30 cents per day. The sum of 
these estimated expenses is $2.60 perday. A 
competent assistant, who is a graduate of 
pharmacy, should not receive less than §2a 





day, and an apprentice and errand boy 50 cents 
a day, making a total daily expense of $5.10. If 
the sales frcm such a pharmacy be say $20a 
day, the purchases needed to keep up the stock 
could hardly be less than $10 a day. Thenif 
the purchases be $10 and the sales $20 the gross 
profit is 100 per cent. But the expense of sell- 
ing for $20 what cost $10 is $5.10 or 51 per cent, 
leaving a net profit of 49 per cent, or $4.9%a 
day, which is less than 25 per cent of the sales, 
although it be 49 per cent on the supposed pur- 
chases. This $4.90 a day or $1,£00 a year, is the 
total product of a man whose position is a very 
responsible and important one to the public 
around him, and to the physicians for whom 
he dispenses. His average history is, or should 
be, that he has served an apprenticeship of not 
less than 4 years, at an income of from 50 cents 
to $2aday. Hashad an education, both pri- 
mary and professional, which is rather expen- 
ive in proportion to his capacity to earn, and 
has graduated from some school of pharmacy. 
Has next served as assistant for two or more 
years, or for as many years as was needed to 
gaina reputation and an expert skill at his 
calling, which has enabled him to obtain the 
position of a proprietor. By this time he has a 
wifeand children to support, and the social 
expenditures of his station in life. Under 
these circumstances it must be admitted that 
he is not overpaid, nor fairly chargeable with 
extortion in prices, even when he makes 49 per 
cent on his purchases. 

“But this 49 per cent is only an average profit. 
Upon a prescription, the materials of which 
are almost without prime cost—often only two 
or three inexpensive ingredients, with a large 
proportion of water or other cheap solvent or 
vehicle—he is reasonably entitled toa far larger 
profit than the 49 per cent, because the value 
ofall prescriptions, as well as all medicinal 
preparations soid, is not in the material, but 
almost entirely in the expert knowledge and 
skill with which they are prepared and dis- 
pensed. * * 

“The dispensing pharmacist is therefore en- 
titled to large profits just in proportion to the 
professional expert knowledge and skill ex- 
ercised upon his calling. If he puts upa pre- 
scription he is justly entitled to a liberal re- 
ward for always being able and ready to do it 
—night or day, Sunday or week day—whether 
he has few or many to put up, for this is his 
legitimate work, and involves grave responsi- 
bilities. But when he sells somebody else’s 
pills or disinfectants he is only entitled to com- 
mon mercantile profits, and this entirely irre- 
spective of the smallness or largeness of his 
business, or of its beavy or light expenses, and 
such mercantile profits can never fairly exceed 
15 or 20 per cent, even upon articles of infre- 
quent demand. 

“But perhaps the most important element in 
the prices of the dispensing pharmacist has not 
yet been alluded to here, namely, the smallness 
of his business. An establishment whose sales 
amount to $20 a day, could with little if any 
increase in general expenses, sell $40 a day, 
with all the advantage of fresher supplies, and 
thus prices could be materially reduced and 
profits as much increased—and every good 
pharmacist’s efforts are constantly strained in 
this direction. The reason why such efforts 
are commonly unsuccessful, except by the very 
slow process of reputation based on superior 
ability, exercised with scrupulous moral in- 
tegrity and care, is very easily recognized in 
the constantly increasing number of these es- 
tablishments. The number being so greatly in 
excess of the need for them the business of 
each must necessarily be small, and therefore 
the profits must be large.”’ 

In this connection the following remarks‘ 
credited by the Indianapolis Journal to an “old 
timer” who kept a drugstore in that city forty- 
five years ago, may be ofinterest. The veteran 
of pestie and mortar, while waiting in a promi- 
nent drugstore for closing up time, that he 
might have the company of the proprietor on 
his way home, was asked if he wouldnot like to 
again engage in the business. He replied: 
“Well, no! to be honest with you 1 would not. 
You see, the drug business is not now what it 
was forty, or thirty, or even twenty-five years 
ago. Now in those days there was money to be 
made in the business. It was about like this: 
Alcohol cost then from 25 to 35 cents a gallon; 
tinctures were made about as they are now: 
that is, it took 2 ounces of crude drug to make 
a pint of tincture, and the cost of the drug was 
say 2 cents, cost of alcohol 5 cents, total cost of 
sixteen ounces of finished tincture 7 cents not 
quite 4 cent an ounce, and isalways sold for 10 
centsan ounce. Nowadays the Government 
tax on alcohol is $180 a gallon, and it sells for 
$2 30, so you see the first cost of any tincture 
now is eight times greater than it was thirty 
years ago, while it only sells for 5 cents an 
ounce, Singular how the tradition of *big pro- 
fits’ still lingers.”” ‘Ah! yes,” said an outsider, 
“but the big profits in the biz are made on pre~- 
scriptions.” 

“Well,” said the old timer, “that’s another 
delusion that has inveigled many a young man 
into the business and kept him grinding his life 
away in anticipation of the fortune in store— 
drug store—for him. You see the prescription 
business used to be a good thing years ago, but 
these college-bred druggists have ruined it. 
Why, thirty years ago, if a man felt slightly 
under the weather and consulted my friend, 
Dr. Oliver, here,’”’ the Doctor had just come in, 
“he would examine his tongue, feel his pulse, 
and look wise, wag his head sagaciously, and 
write a prescription for an ounce each of Ma 








apple root, cinchona bark, gentian root and 
rhubarb, to be putin a quart of whisky, unda 
wineglasful to be taken three times a day. In 
those days whisky could te bought for 12% to 
25 cents a gallon, and we always used the cheap- 
est for bitters, so you see that prescription did 
not cost to exceed 25 cents, bottle included, and 
we used to charge $1.50 for it. That left us a 
reasonable profit of $1.25.”" 

Here a small boy came in and asked fora 
**poor-house blister for dad.” 

“What does he want it for?” asked the clerk. 

“To put on the lumbagy in his back.” 

“IT guess you mean a porous plaster.” 

“Yeasir, thems um,” 

‘*As I was saying,” said the old-timer, “we 
made a reasonably decent profit on that pre- 
scription. But now the same man, under like 
circumstances, calls on the same doctor, and 
the doctor writes a prescription for a grain or 
so of podophyllin, ten grains of quinine, a half 
ounce each of fluid extracts of gentian and 
rhubarb, ten dropsto be taken in a wineglass 
of water three times*a day. You see it only 
makes an ounce mixture, you charge your cus- 
tomer a quarter for it, and he thinks he is be- 
ing robbed. The idea of paying 25 cents fora 
bottle no bigger than his thumb paralyzes him. 
Now, if it was all profit it would be only a 
quarter—where’s your ‘big profits?’ The price 
of prescriptions will average about 35 cents, 
and a real smart prescription clerk will be able 
totake in, read, put up, date, number and 
write directions on not to exceed thirty ina 
day. That number would amount to $:0. If it 
was all profit it would be only $10, but out of 
that amount must come clerk hire, containers, 
medicines, labels and wrappers. ‘Big profits?’ 
Young man, tut, tut.” Here agirl came in 
witha flat quart flask and a paper on which 
was written, “pleas giv these gurl 5 cens wors 
perogork for babe.” It was carefully meas- 
ured out for her and a “dose” label pasted on 
the bottle. 

“Was there much competition here when 
you first started in the drug business, Doc- 
tor?” 

* Competition |” said the old-timer, “well, let 
me see; there was & drug store at Madison, and 
I won’t be too sure, but I think there was one 
at Lafayette; that was about all. What! 
Ninety drug stores in Indianupolis? How in 
the name of drastic purgatives do they all live? 
“Ten o’clock,”’ said the proprietor, “cl. se up.” 
Each one took a fresh cigar, and slowly they all 
filed out, as the tired clerk turned off the gas, 
locked the door and sought his downy couch in 
arear room, the air of which was freighted 


with odors wafted from anywhere but Arabia.

Specification of Proprietary and other 
Manufactured Articles in 


Prescriptions. 

Desirous of ascertaining to what extent phy- 
sicians prescribe proprietary articles, or specify 
preparations of particular make in prescrip- 
tions, a representative of this paper has inter- 
viewed a number of retail druggists in this city 
and Brooklyn. The results thus far indicate 
that about ten per cent. of physicians’ prescrip- 
tions specify some particular manufactured 
preparation. A prominent Broadway druggist 
said the practice was carried on to a rediculous 
extent, and added that he could not see why 
physicians allowed manufacturers to reflect on 
their profossional knowledge and skill by pre- 
suming to dictate and advise what remedies 
should be administered for certain diseases. In 
his opinion about thirty-three per cent. of phy- 
sicians’ prescriptions calied for proprietary or 
manufactured articles. An actual count, how- 
ever, showed but twelve in the last hundred 
prescriptions. In three other large Broadway 
stores reference to the prescription books 
showed respectively ten, seven and one-half 
and four per cent. It was noticeable that the 
estimates given by guess were usually more 
than double the percentages shown by actual 
count. Thus a pharmacist connected as pro- 
prietor with three prominent pharmacies in 
this city and familiar with the run of prescrip- 
tions, said he thought two-thirds‘of them spe- 
cified some manufactured article. Reference 
to the prescription file, however, showed three 
specifications in seventy-two prescriptions. It 
is natural that a prescription, which neces- 
sitates sending out for a one or two dollar bot- 
tle of some .rarely used preparation—twenty- 
five cents worth of which is dispensed and the 
rest to remain on the shelf forever after as dead 
stock—should fix itself in the dispenser’s 
mind. Of 200 prescriptions in a prominent Sixth 
avenue pharmacy there were twenty-three 
specifications, one of which was compound 
syrup of the hypophosphites, New York and 
Brooklyn Formulary. In two representative 
Brooklyn drug stores, on Court and Smith 
streets respectively, the percentages were nine 
and six, the last hundred prescriptions being 
examined in each case. 

In one of the principal Brooklyn drug stores, 
on lower Fulton street, actual count showed 
15 prescriptions specifying manufactured arti- 
cles in 300. Two hundred prescriptions were 
examined inan important pharmacy on Ryer- 
son street, Brooklyn, 14 of which speci 
fied proprietary or manufactured articles. A 
look through the prescription book of a Har- 
lem druggist showed 33 specifications in 300 
prescriptions, 14 of the number, however, call- 
ing for a proprietary combination of digestive 
ferments, prescribed mainly by one physician. 
It is a noticeable fact that in a store on Hudson 
street there were but three specifications found 











in 100 prescriptions examined, all three calling 
for this same preparation, whereas in the 200 
prescriptions examined in one of the Brooklyn 
stores, this article was not specified once, 

Of two hundred prescriptions in a large 
Hudson street pharmacy, 17 specified manu- 
factured preparations. In another pharmacy 
on the same street, the clerk said that in nine 
years experience he bad not used to any ex- 
tent more than 3 proprietary articles in pre- 


paring prescriptions, and that the number 
specifying such articles would not exceed 3 per 
cent. Estimates given in two prominent stores 
on Fifth ave. and Fulton street, Brooklyn, 
without reference to prescription books, were 


respectively 25 and 15 per cent. A prominent 
pharmacist on Third avenue, this city, thought 
about 10 per cent of his prescriptions contained 
the specifications alluded to. The number of 
such prescriptions in a well patronized Canal 
street pharmacy amounted to about 3 per 
cent. Anaverage of about eight per cent is 
shown by the actual counts made. : 

Estimates given by other pharmacists located 
respectively on Sixth avenue, Frankfort street, 
Broadway, Fifth avenue, Greenwich and Var- 
ick streets, this city, and Dei<alb and Union 
avenues, Brooklyn, were, in percentages, as 
follows: 10, 10, 20, 25, 7, 25, 10 and 2. 

Our representative was informed by a physi- 
cian, who owned a drug store, that one of the 
principal reasons why he opened the pharmacy 
was because the druggists of his vicinity, when 
an article of a particular make was specified 
on his prescriptions, dispensed anything they 
happened to have in stock. Here we have a 
view of the question from the standpoint of 
both physician and druggist. The former 
claims that precisely what he writes for should 
invariably be dispensed; the latter, to comply 
with this demand is obliged to keep an unrea- 
sonable amount of capital locked up in several 
full lines of manufactured goods which are 
practically duplicates of each other. The 
question considered in all its bearings is a 
broad one. Physicians who specify manufac- 
tured goods on prescriptions are usually 
just the men who would be very 
easily induced to keep a line of pills, 
elixirs, ete, of their favorite man- 
ufacturers and dispense them themselves. 
Thus it is a question whether or not it is best 
for the retailer with small capital to cater to 
this class of physicians. 
prietary articles in prescriptions evidences, on 
the part of the physician, a lack of professional 
dignity and a lamentable want of confidence in 
the judgment of the pharmacist. 


knowledge of the prescriber. As intimated 
before,nothing can tend more certainly toward 
inducing the physician to deal directly with 
the manufacturer and dispense his own medi- 
cines, The most feasible way out of the diffi- 
culty is, we think, promised by a national un- 


officinal formulary, comprehensive enough 
to include the more valuable combin- 
ations of drugs not recognized by 
the Pharmacopoeia. Most of these 


may well be prepared by the retailer and all 
can be made by manufacturers as standard 
preparations, the retail druggist being relied 
upon by the prescriber to keep in stock the 
goods of trustworthy houses. While it would 
seem more professional for the physician to 
originate his own formulas each adapted to 
the particular case in hand, many cases may 
doubtless be met as well from a comprehen- 
sive list of carefully constructed formulas. 
Elegance and compatibility of ingredients are 
thus at once insured and timesaved at the dis- 
pensing stand. A pharmacist recently informed 
us that one of his medical patrons, who was 
formerly in the babit of specifying a particular 
brand of elixirs, had ceased to doso since the 
introduction of the New York and Brooklyn 
Formulary, and another said the “elixir nuis- 
ance’’had been practically cured in his vicinity 
by the publication of the book mentioned. To 
make tkis work the basis for a comprehensive 
national formulary, the compilation of which 
shall be delegated to representative pharma- 
cists and physicians, seems to promise some 
amelioration of the annoyances resulting from 
the practice alluded to. It must be admitted, 
however, that special makes of the standard 
preparations would perhaps be s8,ecified in 
much the same manner that fluid extracts are 
now. The general standard formulary, how- 
ever, would place the retailer ina position to 
supply ali the legitimate wants of the physi- 
cian, and in addition provide for uniformity in 


many preparations for which there are now a 
dangerous number of formulas,

Sodium Carbonate Sold For Cocaine 
Hydrochloride. 


Dr. A. B. Lyons, chemist for Messrs. Parke, 
Davis & Co., ever on the alert to detect and 
expose adulterations and frauds, in an article 
published in the Medical Age on ‘*’The Various 
Brands of Cocaine Muriate in the Market,” 
speaks of the salt sold by a Detroit firm as 
follows: 

“Product of Glover & Nichol.—An amor- 
phous, fawn-colored powder, having an alka- 
lime reaction, free from odor, the taste re- 
sembling that of sodium carbonate. Readily 
soluble in water, forming a colored solution, 
which produced nothing of tbe physiological 
effects of cocaine. On adding an acid to the 
solution brisk effervescence was produced, 
carbonic acid being evolved. Qualitative tests

theless we think no substitution whatever

showed the presence, besides carbonates, of 


sulphates, chlorides and borates. The salt 
consisted almost wholly of inorganic matter, 
chiefly carbonate of sodium, and contained 
hardly a trace of alkaloid. For five grains of 


this worthless material I paid $1 50. I am not 
sure that the transaction, however, was a 
profitable one for Messrs. G. & N. It has at 


least insured the firm a good deal of free 
advertising.’”’ 

In concluding his notes on the other brands 
examined, which consisted wholly of crude 
cocaine hydrochloride, he says: 

“The impurities are like those of muscuvado- 
sugar—consisting probably of derivative or 
altered alkaloids, which may be identical in 
physiological and therapeutic action with the 
original cocaine. The fact, however, that phy- 
sicians have found solutions of the amorphous 
salt to produce abscesses when injected into 
the cellular tissue, while solutions of the crys- 
tallized salt did not produce this disagreeable 
effect, proves that there are impurities present 
in the former which do not coincide in the ac- 
tion with the cocaine salt, and which ought by 


all means to be eliminated.”

The last meeting of the old Kings County 
Board of Pharmacy was held on the afternoon 
of July 25. Secretary L. E. Nicot presented the 
following summary of the work of the Board 
for the year ending July 23, 1885: 

“It is the largest year’s work since the first 
year of its existence. There have been 109 
applications filed, 70 of which have been for 
examination; 21 applicants were graduates of 
Pparmacy,2 were graduates of medicine with 
the required pharmaceutical experience and 
the remaining 15 held certificates of competency 
from other pharmaceutical examining boards; 
2 of the latter were refused and dare yet await- 
ing action of the Board. 

“Sixty-three candidates presented themselves 
for examination; of these, 12 passed on first 
trial. Of the 51 that failed,20 were re-examined 
after being allowed three months for study, 12 
of whom were successful. Eight meetings,and 
in all, 83 examinations were held. Examina- 
tions for the past year have been written, prior 
to this year they were conducted orally. 

The Board has not during the past year found 
it necessary to appear in court either as plaint- 
iffs or defendant. During the term of three 
years now at a close the Board has been in 
litigation but three times; two cases have been 
decided in favor of the Board and one is still 
pending in the county court. 

The receipts for the year were $459, the ex- 
penses $344 30, surplus $114 70. 

The following are the figures from the date 
of the organization of the Board to the present 
time:

“In 1879 there were 315 drug stores in the vity 
of Brooklyn and 10 in the towns of this county, 
making one store, for every 1,800 of the then 
population. At the present time there are 312 
drug stores in the city and 15 in the towns, or 
about 1 for every 2,200 ot the population. The 
city having within the past six years increased 
its population over a hundred thousand, it will 
be readily seen that had the growth in the num- 
ber of stores kept pace with the growth in pop- 
ulation, we should now have about 60 more 
pharmacies in our midst; instead of this, there 
are three less than there were six years ago. 

“These facts are susceptible of but one inter- 
pretation, namely, that the enforcement of the 
Pharmacy Law here has confined the conduct 
of our business so far as new stores are con- 
cerned, to competent pharmacists, and closed 
the doors to incompetents.”

The 
government of India some time ago gave sub- 
stantial expression to its appreciation of this 
preparation by a grant of £200 to its originator.

The Medical Record thinks all duties should 
be removed from foreign medical literature 
and surgical instruments. Its plea is for free- 
dom of the physician to receive the benefits of 
both foreign and American ideas on as nearly 
the same terms as possible, so that if there be 
anything in the country or out of it which will 
help suffering humanity he may learn it as 
cheaply and speedily as possible.

What ought to 
be the attitude ot the medical profession to- 
wards the sale of intoxicants? A—The medical 
profession is opposed to the indiscriminate sale 
of alcoholic liquors. 


The death of an infant, which occurred in St. 
Louis a day or two ago, is attributed to the 
carelessness of a drug clerk in substituting 
eightidrops of carbolic acid fortwo drops, said 
to have been ordered by the doctor. While the 
coroner’s jury place the blame on the clerk, it 
appears thatthe physician treating the child 
was the second one called, the first having de- 
clined to have anything to do with the case be- 
cause the child’s parents, who had been dosing 
it with soothing syrups, refused to follow his 
advice, ignorantly persisting in doing as they 
pleased with their ‘own child.” The druggist 
claims that death was due to the ignorance of 
the parents, and not to an error of the clerk. 
Ale has endeavored to prevail upon the cor- 
oner to reopen the inquest for the admission of 
new testimony. This the latter refuses to do, 
and the verdict against the clerk must stand.

Caustic sode ash 48 per cent In mod- 
erate demand and continues firm, but 
without quotable change. We still quote 
130c as an inside price, though most holders 
name 13244@1 35e asto brand. We hear of no 
further transaction of importance either here 
or at Boston, though the offerings there con- 
tinue rather more liberal than here. High 
test is steady with a moderate business at 130@ 
135c. As the Liverpool market for ash, Messrs. 
Robert Crooks & Co”’s circular of the 23d ulto., 
says: * There has been more enquiry this week, 
and assellers have been easy to deal with, a 
fair quantity of orders have gone through. 
Our quotations remain unchanged, at 1 3-16 for 
48 per cent. Carbonatec, and I'gd for 48 per 
cent. Caustic.” 

Newcastle ash 48 per cent. is not in large 
stock and is rather difficult to obtain for prompt 
delivery, though arrivals are relieving the 
position somewhat, Buyers are not in press- 
ing needa of stock und therefore do not raise 
their bids for forward shipment to the level of 
importers’ views. We get sales for prompt de- 
livery of 50 tons at 1 380@1 35c, and 1 2814c is the 
lowest figure named tuo arrive. High test is 
quiet and remains steady at 1 30@1 385 but with- 
out important business being done either for 
spot or future. 

Alkali 36 per cent., is practically out of the 
market, but so little is wanted that the scarcity 
does not affect the nominal quotations which 
remain at 1 20@1 25e. For B. M. 48 per cent., 
the demand is moderate and the market is a 
fraction under last quotations, the range being 
13244@1 35e. We get sales of 150 tons within 
the range. High test Is not in large supply 
and the price is steady. A moderate business 
in contracts continues, but without any im- 
portant transaction being named during the 
week, 

Bieach remains rather dull and with enough 
stock offering to keep the market rather de- 
pressed. There is no change in the nom- 
inal quotation and it is believed’ that 
as the month wears on the market will sbare in

Ammonias, Potashes and Fertil- 
izing Chemicals. 

The current consumptive demend for fertil- 
izing chemicals is light, and there is but little 
buyingas yet in anticipation of the fall re- 
quirements. Sulphate of ammonia is quoted 
within a range of 3@3\¢ce, and there is but little 
buying above the inside figure except in avery 
suiallway. Azotine remains steady at $2 25, 
while blood is still firm and notin large stock. 
We get sales of 100 tons low grade at $220, and 
150 tons high grade at $2 25. Sulphate of pot- 
ash is selling ina smallway at 107}44@110c for 
spot and forward, 

Chlorate of potash is firm under moderate 
offerings both here and to arrive and the quo- 
tation of 1644@!05g¢¢e continues for crystals,with 
sales of 125 kegs, while of powdered 25 kegs are 
reported within the range of 1634@17c. 

Muriate of potash is without quotable change 
1 b7}44c being named for futures and 1 70c from 
store, with only a moderate business. 

Kainit is tirm at $7 50 on the spot and with 
some business in futures at $6 75@6 80 for this 
month, but the transactions reported are not 
large. 

We are indebted to Mr. Hamilton H. Salmon, 
sole agent for the United States and Canada, of 
the syndicate of muriate manufacturers, for 
the following review of the market for muri- 
ate of potash and kainit for the past six months: 
At the commencement of this year most of the 
consumers were fearful that the syndicate 
would be unable to control the prices as fixed 
upon by them, expecting that the previous 
year’s experience would again be enacted in 
which prices fluctuated from 1 50@1 70c, and as 
we entered the year with full stocks prices 
opened at 162@1 65c, but as soon as the old 
stocks together with the low contracts extend- 
ing over 1884 were disposed of, the feeling be 
came more general that the syndicate prices 
would be maintained. Consequently since 
March Ist the selling prices for contracts by 
the syndicate’s agent have been very uniform, 
varying from 165@170c. Many of the deulers 
however held back and refused to contract, 
fearing that prices would recede and they 


j would obtain supplies when needed at lower 


rates. They were however disappointed, and 
during the months of March, April and May in 
consequence of limited supplies, prices for spot 
jots udvapced to $175 up to $2 per 100 lbs. 
During all this time however, the syndicate’s 
agent muaiptained their regular contract price 
of 1 6746@1 70c for shipments. Since May how- 
ever, the demand having been satisfied, prices 
have tluctuated from 165@170c, according to 
rates of freights both inland and ocean, and we 
close the half year with a steady market and 
no accumulation of stock, as it has been the 
aim of the agent to import only suffi- 
cient for the wants of the trade, there- 
by preventing any excess of stock and creating 
ws fur as possible uniformity of prices. 
‘the receipts during the six months have been 
7.100 tons, as against 8,270 in same period 1884, 
besides 650 tons of 6¢@70 per cent. goods dur- 
ing January and February. Receipt for same 
time in Baltimore 1030 tons, in Philadelphia, 
550 tons.

A Report on Fertilizers. 


At a general meeting of the Liverpool Chem- 
ists’ Association on April 23, Mr. A. G. Haddock 
read a paper on fertilizers, of which the follow- 
ing is an extract: 

On this occasion the author dealt principally 
with nitrogenous materials and the form in 
which they are best applied. He also reviewed 
the theory of nitrification, and referred to the 
recent experiments of Mr. Warington and oth- 
ers which throw great light on the subject, and 
expressed his opinion that the views as sup- 
ported by these experiments were the correct 
ones. This theory may be described briefly as 
the germ theory of nitrification; that is, that 
the nitrogenous materia!s present in the soil 
are oxidized by means of bacteral germs into 
nitrites and nitrates, and it may be considered 
doubtful whether nitrogen can be assimilated 
in other than these forms. If thistheory is cor- 
rect, the great importaace is shown of keeping 
the ground well aerated by disintegration, and 
keeping it in a thorougbly porous condition to 
allow of alirge amount of atmospheric perma- 
tion. This may be brought about by an efficient 
system of tillage—ploughbing and harrowing 
the land very perfectly. This the author con- 
sidered essential to successful agriculture, 


As the price of the necessary fertilizers is 
high, the greatest possible care should be taken 
that they should be utilized as plant food to the 
utmost extent, and not allowed to be wasted 
by improper application. In his opinion they 
should be used sparingly and frequently. Even 
if scientific agriculture is carried out in the 
test possible manner in that country the 
author 1s doubtful whether the farmer can 


ner in which he is handicapped in comparison 
with the colonies and other countries, where 
they have a comparatively virgin soil which 
will not need recuperation of essential con- 
stituents of plant food for some years; where 
the climate is not so variable nor the at- 
mosphere so humid, and where the rents are 
not nearly so high. By the time the farmers 
get their manure on the farm the prime coat is 
a mere fraction of what they have to pay for it. 
Carriage rates are high, and the stuff goes 
through a number of hands, who all want a 
profit, and in many cases are not satisfied with 
a reasonable one. There are too many middle 
men inthe matter, and there is a great deal of 
unscrupulousness in the trade. The author did 
not consider the outlook of the British farmer 
a very hopeful one, in view of the great for- 
eign competition, and his inherent disadvant- 
ages.

The leading articles have been taken in small 

amounts during the week. Buyers are not 80 
certain that present prices will be maintained 
and are jisposed to take goods sparingly. The 
general feeling is not so firm. Prices are being 
cut in a private way to meet competition. 
Some houses report a dull trade, while others 
claim to be doing a fair business, Cutch and 
gambier are quiet and easier if anything, An 
uncertain feeling prevails among the consum- 
sumers of colors; it isnot known how soon the 
mills now running will come to a close; carpet 
factories are generally in operation, but are 
limiting orders to immediate wants. Tbe job- 
bing movement in most of the leading dyestuffs 
is woderatcly fair. The agitation of the bribery 
business, in connection with the sale of aniline 
colors and extracts, has evidently taken deep 
root, as names are now freely mentioned and a 
desire manifested to have the trade combine 
against the unscrupulous dyers. 
& Aniline colors are selling principally on pri- 
vate terms, which means low prices. Some 
dealers are talking of having to meet competi- 
tion from adulterated goods,which are sold un- 
der the proper value.> We have sales of 1000 ibs 
orange at an average price of 50c; 500 lbs cotton 
blue at $1 90; 2500 lbs eosine at $2; 3000 lbs Am- 
erican fuchsine powder at $1 40 and a number 
of smaller transactions. There is more demand 
for bronze green from carpet manufacturers, 
who are changing off to other than usual col- 
ors for the fall styles; bronz> green has been a 
neglected color in that industry but is being 
revived as stated; it is quoted at $1 75@$2 per 
Ib. 

Sulphate of alumina is in moderate request 
at usual prices; we have sales of 12 tons at 25¢c. 

Ultramarine is steady at former figures with 
sales of 50 tons within the wide range of 5@20c. 

Chinese nutgalls are in limited supply and 
firmer. Weare quoted a slignot ‘advance to 134 
@l4e, but no important sales. 

Tin crystals are stillin a good position fora 
rise, but no further advance is reported. The 
market is steady at 15c for ton lots, 

Fustic extract is offered below previous quo- 
tations which were recognized as the market 
value and still generally quoted. Persian berry 
extract is firm, and the same may be said of 
archil extract, owing to scarcity of the crude 
product. 

Bichromate of potash is generally held at 
9%c. A lower price is said to have been ac- 
cepted, but we hear of no desire to shade the 
regular price. Bichromate of soda continues 
du!l at 8@8!4c, according to quantity. 

Prussiate of potash is still on an unsettled 
basis. It is claimed that 21c will buy American 
yellow and some brands of foreign, but the 
lowest figure quoted is 2144c for American and 
2144@22c for Scotch yellow, according to views 
of holder. A bid of 2lc would hardly be re- 
fused for supplies in some hands, of either do- 
mestic or foreign. 

Cochineal is not in demand to any important 
extent. Outside of a few sales there has beem 
no movement on this market. The market is 
steady at previous prices. Most holders are not 
soliciting business at present quotations. The 
high limit for grey blacks has prevented busi- 
ness. The London market is quiet but steady. 

The cutch market has an easier tone than this 
time last week. Principal holders had advanced 
their views to 544c for diamond S M on spot or 
to arrive, but this figure was only realized in a 
few instances. Sales of 400 bags diamond S M 
from store were made at 5@5}(c, and the latter 
price is now asked for other supplies in a large 
way, but there are selJers of same grade to ar- 
rive at 5c, which is the principal point of weak- 
ness. M M slabs are obtainable at a decline to 
534@6}4c and star B at 5)4c for stock about due 
in Boston. Atthe recent London public sales, 
100 boxes star B sold at 23s 6d@23s 9d; 3.514 bxs 
R 8 slabs were bought in at 23s 6d@24s per cwt., 
but part afterwards sold ata price not reported. 
By private contract 500 to 600 boxes have 
changed hands, viz, M M slabs at 26s, star B at 
23s 6d for ordinary up to 248 9d for fine. 


Gambier is weaker, as predicted in these 
columns last week. The statistical position of 
the article as defined at that time presented an 
unfavorable view of the situation. The slow 
demand has also prevented holders from maiu- 
taining market values, and business is solicited 
on a lower basis to cause a movement. Sales 
of 800 bales on spot are reported at a shade 
under 47éc, and the present store price is 44@ 
6}4c but not steady. For stock onany of the 
vessels to arrive, 434c is asked, but inquiries 
are slow and uo transactions reported. For 
July-August shipment, 500 bgs changed bands 
at 434@4k4c. Tbe London market is also lower 
and quiet; goods are offering at a decline of 6d 
per cwt. 

Sumac is held by some parties at the advanced 
prices quoted last week. but prime Sicily in 
other hands is obtainable at $83@89, according 
to brand. We have sales of 20 tons from store 
at $87 50@89 00. To arrive, $82@85 is named. 
Domestic sumac is unusually quiet, owing to 
the fact that buyers are awaiting arrivals of 
new crop. The market isexpected to be easier, 
as supplies of old sumac are quite liberal. 
Offerings are now made at $47 50@52 50 per ton 
on spot, which is an important decline since 
this time last week.
